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PREFACE. 



Ik tho following Translation, tho b-xt of Weiso has been 
ftdoptcd, rxcept in n few instnnccs, vrlioro tho rcadinga of 
Cortiiis, Wcbcr, or the older Comnicntntors, npppurcd pre- 
ferable. It is mucli to l>c regn.-tt«<l tliat, notwiilifitiuulin^ 
their Inbouis, the text still remnini; in a comipt i^tate. 

The PhorsAlin lias not l>een previously tnuislittcd into 
English prose ; hut there have been two poetical versions, 
ono by TliomoM Mny, in ICdT, the otlier by Nieholns Rowe. 
The Utter is too well known to require comment: thit 
former, though replete with tho quaint expressions pe- 
culiar to the early port of the seventeenth ccntuiy, lias Ute 
merit of adhering cloBcIy to tlio original, and is remark- 
able for its necurac)-. 

The prmcnt tnuisktion has boi'n made on tlie sonii* 
principle lu those of Orid and Plautus in tl)o Cumicai. 
LiDRAXT ; it is strietly literal, and is iutcnde«l to be a fiiith- 
litl reilox, not only of tho autlior'n meaning, bat, an nearly 
as possible, of his actual moden of espi-ession. 

To enhance the viOuo of tlie work m on historical point 
of view, the narrative has been illustrated by a compari- 
•on with parallel passages in the Commentanes of Cksot, 
and the works of other ancient historians who have 
treotod of the wars between Fompey and Ci£sar.

Then, Home, if ho great thy love for on nccursecl warfarOv 
when thou host subjected the whole eartli to Latian laws, 
turn tliy hands against thyself; not as yet has a foe been 
wanting to thee. But now that the walls arc tottering with 
the dwellings half overthrown tliroughont the cities of Italy, 
and, the fortifications falling away, ^iist stones arc lying 
thsre, and the houses arc occupied by no protector, and but 
few inhabitants are wandering amid the ancient cities, timt 
Hesperia has remained unsightly with brambles and un* 
ploughed for many a year, and tliat hands are wanting 
for the fields requiring them — ^not tliou, fierce Pyrrhus, 
nor yet the Cartlinginian^, will prove the cause of ruin 
so great; to no sword has it been allowed to penetrato 
the vitals; deep-seated arc the wounds of tho fellow-citi- 
zen's right hand.

let tho faniino of Penisia^ and Uio stnipfglcs of ^Intina' be 
ailtloti, tho fleets, too, which nigged Leuoodia ovcnvhelnied^, 
and tlie fienrile wars bcneatli tlie burning yEtna^; still, mucli 
does llome owe to tlie anns of her citizens, since for tli} 
sake these events have coine to pass.

O ye, dis- 
astrously concordant, and blinded by desires too groat, why 
does it please you to unite your strength and to shore the 
world in common ? While the earth sliall support tlie sea, 
and the air the earth", and his long courses shall whirl on 
Titan tit Aw anvrr, and night shall succeed the day through 
aigns as many, no faith is there in partners in rule, and all 
power will bo impatient of a sliorer. 

And believe not any nations, nor let tlie examples of 
ikU iiitality be sought from afar ; the rising walls of Bome 
were steeped with a brotlicrs blood ^. Nor was tlie eartli 
and tlie ocean tlicn the reward of frenzy so great ; an humble 
retreat^ brought into collision its lords.

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Nor did they meet on equal terms ; tlie one, with h 
years tending downward to old ago, and grown trsnqv 
amid a long procUco of tlio arts of peace', hod now in trai 
quillity* forgotten the general ; and, an aspirant for fam 
had b^n vont to confer upon tlie public many a lai^gess 
solely to be wafled on by the popular gales, and to exu 
in the applause of a tlieatro his own^ ; not to reentit hi 
strength afresh, and principally to rely upon his former sut 
cesses. There stood tlie shadow of a glorious name* : jm 
OS the lofty oak, in a fertile field, which beai*8 tlio spoils* < 
on ancient people and the consecmted gifts of chioflains, no^ 
no longer standing fast by its firm roots, is fixed by its ow 
weight ; and sending fortli its bared branches into the aii 
with its trunk, and not its leaves, forms a sliadoj and al 
though it threatens to fall at tlie first easti^m^lnAst, aM< 
trees so many around it lift tliemselves with firmly-roote< 
strength, Istill it alone is venerated. 

But in Crosar not only was there a name as great, an<

Just as the lightning forced by the windls through the 
douds flashes for^jwith the echoes of the riven SBther and 
with a crash throughout tlie universe, |^d overwhelms the 
li|^t of day, and t^nifies the alarmed nations, dazzling the 
eyes with its sidelong flaooei It rages against temples its 
own' ; and, no matter impSoing its going forth, both fall- 
ing, it sends vast, and returning, vast devastation far and 
wide, and collects again its scatt^ied fires. 

These were the motives secretly existing with the chief- 
tains ; but then were pubhc grounds for the warfare, which 
have ever overwhelmed mighty nations. For when, the 
world subdued. Fortune intioduced wealth too great, and 
the manners gave way before prosperity, and booty and 
the spoils of the enemy induced luxurious habits ; no mo- 
deration was there in gold or in houses ; hunger, too, dis- 
dained the tables of former times ; druses hardly suitable 
lor the matrons to wear, the males seized hold upon'; po- 
verty fruitful in men' was shunned; and that was fetched 
from the entire earth by means of which each nation falls. 
Then did they join the lengthened boundaries of tlie fields, 
and the extended lands once turned up by the hard plough- 
share of Gamillu8^ and which had submitted to Uie 
ancient mattocks of the Gurii\ lay far and wide beneath 
the charge of husbandmen unknown to their employen.

This was not tho people whom tranquil peace might 
avul, whom its own libertv might satisfy witii arms un- 
moved. Thence arou ready broils, and the contemptible 
wickedness which poveily could prompt; and tiie great 
honor, and one woithy to be sought with the sword, to have 
been able to do more than ones own countxy; might, 
too, was the measure of right ; hence laws and decrees 
of the people^ constrauied, and Tribunes confoimduig their 
rights with Consuls. Hence Uie Fasces * snatched up at 
a price, and tiie populace itself the vendor of its own 
applause, and canvassing fatal to die city, bringing round 
the amiual contests on Uie venal Plain of Mar$^; henee 
devouring usury, and interest greedy for each moment, 
and credit shaken, and waifare profitable to tho many*. 

Now had C<esar in his course^ passed the icy Alps, and 
revolved in his mind tiie vast commotions and Hio future 
war. <\Vhen he had anivcd nt tho waves of tiie littie Hubi- 
con^ the mighty image of his trembling country distinc tiy 
appeared to the chieftain i n the darkness of the nip^li t, b^u^.

Whether by the 
will of the Gods, or whether the murky south wind im- 
pelled tliem, clouds obscured the saddened li^t When in 
the captured Forum the soldier halted, commanded to pitch 
his standard, the clash of clarions and the clang of trum- 
pets sounded the iH-omcned signals^ together with the 
hoarse-sounding horn. Tlie rest of the people was broken, 
and, aroused from their beds, the youth siiatched down the 
arms fixed up near tlie hallowed Penates, which a pro- 
hmgcd peace siiU afibrdod ; tliey laid hold of shields decaying 
with the frames now bare, and darts with blunted pomts, 
and swords rough with the cankering of swarthy rust 

When the well-known eagles glittered, and the Roman 
staiulonls, and Gocsor mounted aloft was beheld in the 
midst of the ranks, tlicy grew chilled vrith alarm, icy dread 
bound fiist their limbs, and they revolved tliete silent 
complaints within their speechless breasts : — ** O walls ill 
founded, these, with the Gauls for their neighbours ^ I O ufoiU

Ariminnm, now called Rimini, was a 
city of Umhria, on the coast of the Adriatic ; about nine miles sooth of the 
Bubicon. The Via Fhuninia and the Via Emilia led to it from fioroe. 
Gaesar took possessioo of it immediately after passing the Rubicon, as being 
a spot from which he could eonveniently direct his operations against Etniria 
aad Pieenom. Gaesar informs as in his account of the Civil War, B. L, c. 8, 
that he took possession of this pUiee with the 13th legion, and that here he

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condemned to a hapless site ! Profound peace and tranquil 
repose is there throughout all nations, we are the prey and the 
first encampment for thae thus frenzied. Far better, For-' 
tune, wouldst thou have afTorded an abode in an eastern 
dime, and imdcr the icy north, and wandering abodes^, 
rather than to have to protect the tlireshold of Latiiun. We 
were the first to behold the commotions of the Sencmes*, 
tlie Cinibnan'\ too, rushing on, and the hosts of Libya\ 
and tlic career of tlio Teutonic rngc. As oft as Fortune 
aims a blow at Rome, tliis is the passage for the warfare.** 

Thus with a secret sigh spoke each, not venturing to ex- 
press his alarm aloud ; no voice was entrusted to anguish ; 
but in the same dcgixK3 hi which, when tlio winter keeps in 
the birtls, tlie fields are silent, and the mid ocean without a 
munnur is still, thus profound was the silence. Lig^it has 
now dispelled the cold shades of night ; lo ! the Fates sup- 
ply to his wavering mind tlie torches of war and induce- 
ments provoking to battle, and rend asunder all the pauses 
of moderation ; Fortune struggles tliat the movements of 
the chieftain shall be justified, and discovers pretexts for 
his arms. 

H« alludes eitber to the wandciw 
ing life of the Numidian tribes or of the ocythuuis, who were aaid to mor* 
from place to place, and to live in waggoni. 

' The commolian* qf ike JSenones) rcr. 254. The Senonian Gaula were 
originally from Gnllia Lngdanenue, dwelling near tho Sequana or Seine. A 
part of their people patted into Italy by way of the Alpe aboot B.a 400, 
and penetrating to the south, they took np uieir abode on the borders of tho 
Adriatic, after expelling the Umbrians. Jlarching against Konie they took 
all the City except the Capitol, B.a 300. They were finally subdued by tho 
Bonuuis, and the greater part of them destroyed by the Consul DohlbeIb^ KO, 
283. Of course Ariminum, being at the tery Tergo of Italy, wonld bo ex- 
posed to their first attacks.

They repulsed soTeral Roman armies with great slaughter, but were ulti> 
mately defeated by Caiut Marias near Aqua: Sextite (now Aix) in Gaul, and 
by Marios and Catulus at the battle of Caropi lUudii, near Verona, &a 101. 

* And Ikt kotU of Libjfa) Ter. 255. Under the name of *' Mart Libyes" 
he alludes to the Punic wars ; in the second of which Ariminum played m 
dittinguithed part. In the year B.a 218 Sempronius directed his legions 
thither in order to oppose Hannibal in Cisalpine Gaul ; and throughout that 
war it was one of the points to which the greatest importance wu attached 
from its commanding position.

BM. and Mare ABtoor, the Triliaiica of tho peoplo, Tontured to apeak 
holdlj im behalf of Caaar, bat wore Tiolentlj cenaored by the Conaola 
lUreeUaa and Leataloa, who reminded them Tory significantly of the con- 
daet and fiite of the Graeehi, and threatened them with a aimiUr end ; on 
whi^ they eacaped from the city by night, diaguiaed like ilarea, and fled to 
Gaeaar at Ariminom.

Gaeaar, on the anderstanding that he would pay off all his liabilities. \Yben 
the Smate demanded that (Sessr should lay down his command before coming 
iate the dty, Curio proposed that Pompey should do the same. While he 
was opposing the party of Pompey in the Senate, the year of his Tribune- 
ahin came to a dose, and, fimring for his own safety, he fled from the city 
MM joined Omsar at Ariminum ; or, according to some^ at Rarenna.

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After he had thus spoken, and hod aroused in him, 
though eager ahready for the war, much anger stiU, and hod 
inflamed the ehicflain, in the same degree as die Elean 
courser is urged on hy Uio shouts ', aUiough, the starting 
pboe now elosed^ ho struggles amunst the door, and head- 
long loosens tlie holts. ForthwiUi he summons the armed 
maniples * to tlio standards, and when, the multitudes collect- 
ing, he has well calmed tlieir hurr)'ing tumultuousness, with 
his countenance and his right hand he enjoins silence : 

** O companions in war! ** he exclaims, ** who together witli 
me have experienced the thousand hazards of battle, now 
in the tenth year that you have conquered, has yom* blood, 
shed in the regions of Uie nortii, deserved this, and wounds 
and death, and winters passed at tlie foot of tlio Alps?

imder some leader, whoever he is, let these troops enjoy 
their triumph. Wither, after tlie wars, shall pallid old age 
betake itself? What settlement is there to be for those 
who have served their time ? What lands shall be granted ' 
for our veterans to plough * ? What walb for tlie invalided ? 
Or, Magnus, shall pirates, in preference, become tlic settlers'? 
Victorious already, raise, nuse your standards ; tlie might wc 
must employ, which we have aoquii'ed ; to him who wieldf 
arms does he surrender everything who refuses what is hif 
due. The Deities, too, will not forsake us ; for neither if 
plunder nor sovereignty sought by my arms ; we are tear 
ing away its tyrants^ from a City i*eady to be enslaved.** 

Thus he speaks ; but the hesitating ranks mutter amon^ 
themselves words of indecbion in whispers for from dis 
tinct ; duty and tlieir paternal Penates check tlicir feelmg! 
although rendered fierce with carnage, and then* swelling 
spirits; but through ruthless love of the sword an< 
dread of their general, tliey are brought back.

^ If it b lawful, O greatest guardian of the Roman fame, 
and if it is allowed to utter the accents of truth— that a 
patience so long enduring has withheld thy might, do we 
complain.

80 long as the warm blood imparts motion to these breath* 
ing bodies, and so long as stalwart arms have might to hurl 
the javelin, wilt thou be submitting to the degenerate arts of 
peace', and the sovereign sway of the Senate ? Is it so veiy 
dreadful to prove tlie conqueror in civil war? Come, lead us 
amid the tribes of Scythia, amid the inhospitable shores of 
Svrtis^ amid tlie sultry sands of thirsting Libya. This array, 
when it left the conquered world behind its iMick, stilled the 
iiwclling waves of Ocean ^ with its oars, and subdued the 
foaming Rhine at its northern mouth*. To me, in following

Then 
uncertain what to seek as safe, and what io leave as worthy 
to he feared, whither the anxiety for flight directs each one, 
it urges the populace headlong, and the throng, connected in 
ofM kNdg line, bursts forth. 

You would suppose either that accursed torches had set 
fire to the abodes, or that now, the ruins shiddng, the 
nodding houses were tottering to their fall ; thus does the 
panic-stricken multitude at random rush throughout the City 
vrith precipitate steps, as though there hod been but one 
hope in their ruined fortunes, to desert their paternal 
walls. Just as, when the stormy south wind has repulsed 
finom the Libyan Syrtes the boundless ocean, and the 
broken mass of the sail-bearing mast has sent forth its 
crash, and the pilot, the ship deserted, lews into the waves, 
the seaman, too, and thttt, the structure of the vessel not yet 
torn asunder, each one makes a shipwreck for himself; so 
the City forsaken, do they fly unto the warfare. The parent, 
now weakened with old age, was able to call no one back*; 
nor yet the wife her husband with her tears ; nor did the 
household Lares detain them, while they were breathing 
prayers for their safetv thus doubtful; nor did any one 
pause at the threshold, and then, filled with perhaps his 
last glimpse of the beloved City, take his departure ; not 
to be called back, the crowd rushes on. 

O Deities, ready to grant supreme prosperity, and lotli 
to preserve the same !

" Do thou, now the sole reAige for virtue expelled and long 
since banished from all lands, whom by no tempestuous 
shock Fortune shall tear away firam thee, direct me waver- 
ing in mind, do thou confirm me in doubt with assured 
strength ; ibr let others follow Magnus or the anns of 
Cesar, Cato shall be the sole leader of Brutua. Dost thou 
adhere to peace, keepiug thy footsteps unshaken white the 
world is in doubt? Or has it been thy pleasure, mingling 
in slaughter with the leaders of crime and of the maddened 
populacie, to for^ve the civic strife ? Each one do his own 
reasons hurry away to the accursed combat : these a pol- 
luted house ', and laws lo be dreaded in peace ; these hunger 
to be driven away by means of tlie sword, and plighted faith 
to be lost sight of* amid tlie ruins of the world. Fuiy has 
impelled no one to arms; overcome by a vast reward, 
th^ are repairing to the camps: for its own sake is the

It 
shall he the crime of the Godsof hearen to have made even 
me ffuil^. Who is able to look upon the stars and the 
woild &Uing to ruin, void of fear himself? Wlio, when 
the lofij sky is rushing downwards, the earth is quaking, 
the weight of the confused universe minglinff together, 
CKH keep his hands folded in inactivity f Shall stranger 
nations follow the frenanr of Hesperia and the Boman 
wars, and Kings be led over the seas beneath other 
dimes, and shaU I alone live in inactivity? Far hence 
avert, O Gods of heaven, the frantic notion that Borne 
may fall, in its ruin to affect the Dahans ^ and the Getans, 
while I am free from care. As grief itself bids the parent 
bereaved by the death of his sons, to head the long fu- 
nereal procession to the tomb; it gives him satisfaction to 
have thrust his hands amidst the blackening flames, and 
himself to have held the swarthy torches^ in me hcaped-up 
structure of the pile ; I will not be torn away, before. Borne, 
I shall have embraced thee lifeless, and Liberty, thy name, 
and shall have followed thy unsubstantial shade. So let it 
be; let the unappeased Gods receive a full expiatory sacri- 
fice, of no blood let us defraud the warfare. And would that 
it were possible for the Gods of heaven and of Erebus to ex- 
pose this head of mine condemned to every pimishment !

But after she had 
enclosed in the urn the last ashes, hurrying with tearful 
countenance, tearing her dishevelled hair, and beating her 
breast with repeated blows, and bearing the ashes of the 
tomb, not destmed to please her husband in other guise, 
thus in sadness did she speak : — 

•« While I had in me the ttrmgthening blood, while strength 
to endure a mother s pains, Cato, I performed thy com- 
mands, and pregnant, two husbands old I receive''. My 
vitab wearied and exhausted by child-bearing I now return, 
to no other husband to be handed over. Grant the unenjoyed 
ties of our former union ; grant only the empty name of 
wedlock ; let it be allowed to inscribe on my tomb, ' Marcia, 
the wif$ of Cato ; ' nor let it be enquired as doubtful in 
remote posterity whether I abandoned my first marriage 
torch, repudiated or only transferred. Thou dost not receive 
me as a partner in joyous circumstances: amid thy 
cares and to share thy griefs, do I come. Allow me to 
attend the camp. Why shall I be left in the safety of 
peace, and Cornelia be near to the civic strife?** 

These words influenced the hero, and though the times 
were unsuited for wedlock, Fate now summoning him to 
tlie war, still a solitary union pleased him, and nuptials 
devoid of empty pomp, and tlie admission of the Gods 
a!oM* as witnesses of the solemnities.

Because, forsooth, he had lebure for one thmg alone — ^free 
firom factions and from hate— to weep for mankind. Nor 
were the ties of their former connexion renewed ; his con- 
tinence^ withheld from even lawful love. These tcere the 
manners, this was the unswerving rule of the rigid Cato ; to 
observe moderation, and to adhere to his end ; to follow the 
guidance of nature, and to lay down his life for his country; 
and not to believe himself bom for himself, but for the

In the mean time, Iklagnus deporting with the hastening 
throng, took possession of the Campanian walls of the Dai^ 
danian colonist'. This seat of war was to his mind, for 
him, cserting all his might, thence to q>read abroad hia 
scattered party to meet the foe, whore with its shady hills 
Apennine raises on high the mid jwt of Italy, than which 
no land swells with its peaks to a loilio: hei^t, or approochea 
more nigh to Olympus. The mountain in the midst ex- 
tends itself I)etiveen the two waters of the Lower and tha 
Upper sea'i and on die one side does Pisa, that, with its 
shallows, breaks the Etrurian waves, on the other, Aneona, 
opposed to the Dalmatian billows, bound the moontain 
ndgos.

Thii is a ei^ once possessed by Dicttean coltmista*, 
whom, flying from Crete, the Cecropian ships bore along 
the seas, with soils that falsely told' that Theseus was con* 
quered, In this r^ion, the coast of Hesperia, which now 
contracts itself into a narrow areh, extends into the sea 
a small tongue, which, with its curving horns, shuts in tha 
waves of the Adriatic.

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tified by a dense band of youtlis. Not far from the walls a 
mound of earth rising aloft, its top widening, spreads out 
a little plain ; this rock seems to Uie chieftaui fitted to be 
aorroimded with a longfortification, and very well suited for 
a safe encampment The nearest part of the city rises with 
a higfa citadel, equal in height to the mound, and fields 
are situate in the i-alley between. Then did a thin^ please 
him, to be brought about with immense labour, to join tlie 
separated elevauons by a vBsi mound.- But first, tliat he 
might inclose the entire city, where it is surrounded by tlie 
earth, Cfesar drew a long work firom tlie camp to the sea, 
and, encircling the springs and the pastures of the plain 
with a fosse, with turf and unmixed earth he raised out- 
works that elevated their numerous towers. 

Well worthy now to be remembered did this befall the 
Grecian city, and an eternal honor, that, not provoked at 
fint^^ nor yet prostrated by very fear, it stayed the headlong 
course of a war tliat mged on eveiy side, and all othen being 
seized instantaneously by Csesai*, it alone was conquered with 
delay. How much is it that his destinies are stayed, and 
that Fortune, hastening to set her hero over the whole world, 
loses these days ! 

Then fiir and wide do all the forests fall, and the woods 
are spoiled of their oaks, that, as crumbling earth and twigs 
keep up the middle of tlie mass, tJie wood may keep close 
the earth knit together by the fi*amed construction of its 
sides, that the mound being pressed down* may not give 
way beneath the towers. 

There was a gro\-e, never violated during long ages, which 
with its knitted branches shut in the darkened air and the 
cold shade, tlie rays of tlie sun being far removed. This 
no rustic Pans, and Fauns and Nymphs all-powerful in tlie 
^ves, possessed, but sacred rites of the Gods barbarous 
m their ceremonial, and ele^'ations crowned with ruthless

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altars, and eveiy tree was stained^ with human sore. If at 
all, antiquity, struck with awe at the Gods of hea^-en* has 
been deserving of belief, upon these .branches, too, the birds 
of the air dr^ to perdi, and tlie wild beasts to lie in the 
caves ; nor does any wind blow upon those groves, and 
lightnings hurled from the dense clouds ; a shuddering in 
themselves^ prevails among the trees that spread forth their 
branches to no breezes. Besides, from black springs plen- 
teous ximier falls, and the saddened images of the Gods' are 
devoid of art, and stand unsigiitly/onMeS from hewn trunks. 
The vciy mouldiness and paleness of the rotting wood now 
renders people stricken ^^ith awe : not tlius do they dread 
tlie Deities consecrated with ordinaiy forms ; so much does 
it odd to die terror not to know what Gods they are in 
dread of. Fame, too, reported that full oft the hollow ca- 
verns roared amid the earthquake, and that yews that had 
fallen rose again, and that fliunes shone from a grove that 
did not bum, and that serpents embracing the oaks en« 
twined around tlieni. 

The people throng that place with no approaching wor- 
ship, but have left it to the Gods. When Fhoebus is in 
tlie mid sky, or dark night possesses the heavens, the priest 
himself dreads the approach, and is afraid to meet with die 
guardian of the grovel 

This forest he commanded to fall beneath the aimed 
iron ; for close by the works and untouclied in former war 
it stood most dense in growth amid die bared mountains. 
But the valiant bands trembled, and, moved by Uie venerable 
sanctity of the place, they believed that if they should toudi 
the sacred oaks, the axes would rebound hack* against their 
own limbs. Cesar, when he beheld his cohorts mvolved in

Down laU the ashes, the knottr holm-oak ia burled 
iawa i the wood of Dodooa, too, and the alder more suited 
to the waves, the cypress, too, that bears witness to no pie* 
beian' /murai mourning, then first lay aside their foliage, 
■ad, spoiled of leaves, admit the day, and thrown down 
with its tnmlu thickly set the falling wood supports itself. 
Xiooking on. the nations of the Gauls lament, but the youth 
shot up within the vails exult For who can suppose that 
tite Gods ore insnltedwidi impunity? Fortune spores many 
that are guil^ ; ami only with the «Tetched can the Deities 
be angeivd. And wbeu enough of the grove is cut ,down, 
they bring waggons, sought amid the fields ; and the bus* 
bandmen bewau, thia oxen being carried ofT, the yearly pro- 
dace of the soil relaxed from the curbing plou^. 

The general, however, impatient with a contest destined 
to linger on before the walls, turning towards the Spanish 
forces and the extremities of the world, orders the woriore to 
be eanied on '. A mound is erected with props studded with 
ma\ ond receives two towers equalling the walls in ktight;

in eveiy direction whole limbs together with the bleed. ] 
when, sheltered beneath the stout tortoise\ valour approad

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eoDiieetad cfattn of anns^ exists, just as roofii nttte, stni^ 
the lumnkss hailstones, so does it ward off all the missiles; 
hat after the excited valour of the men, the soldiers heing 
wearied, breaks down the lengthened fence, single arms give 
way beneath the continuous blows. 

Then, covered with licht earth', the mantelet moves on, 
concealed under the sheds and screened front of which they 
now attempt to undermine the lower part of the walls, and 
with iron implements to overthrow them ; now the batter- 
ing nun, more mighty witli its suspended blows, impelled 
endeavours to loosen the texture of the solid wall, and to 
strike away one from the stones placed above. But struck 
by flames from above and fragments of vast masses, and 
manv a stake, and the blows of oaks hardened by Are, the 
hurole roof, smitten, gives way; and, his labour spent in 
vain, the wearied soldier seeks again the tents. 

It was atfint^ the greatest wish of the Greeks that their 
walls might stand. Abie, still further, they prepare to make 
a charge with their troops ; and, attacking by night, tliey 
conceal under their arms blazing torches, and tlie bold 
jTOUth sully forth ^; no spear, no death-dealing bow, but fire, 
IS the weapon of the men, and the wind sweeping onward 
the flames bears them throughout the Roman fortifications 
with a swift course. Nor, although it struggles witli green 
timber, does the fire display slight strength; but borne 
away from every torch it follows after extended volumes of 
black smoke; it consumes not only the wood but huge 
stones, and tlie solid rocks dissolve into dust The mound 
lolls prostrate, and as it lies still longer does it appear. 

Hope by land now departed from the conquered, and it

hf can the ships shake again, and the repented strokes 
more on the lofl^ harks. Both strong thre&oared galleys, 
•nd tboto which the rising ranks of rowers built up fburibtd, 
more on, and tlioso which dip in the seas still more pins' 
wood oan, ships in numbcra, surround the wings of the 
Bonun fleet This force breasts the open sea. In the 
centre, in form of a crescent, the Libumion barks', content 
to increase with two ranks of oan, tail boclt. But the Pne< 
torian ship of Brutus more lofty than all is impeUed by six 
tiers of oars, and carries a tower along the deep, aad seeks 
the seas Irom alar with its hij^est oars. 

Wlicro llicro is jait so much sea intervening that either 
fleet could cross OTcr to th* other wltli tlic oars unco pulled, 
innnmeiKble voices ore mingled in the %-ast expanse ; and 
the sound of the oars is drowned in the clamour, nor can 
any tnunpets bo beonl. Then they skim along the azure 
main, and stretch fdong tlie benches, and sn-ike tlieir 
breasts with tlie oara. Wien first beaks meeting beaks 
send forth a sound, the ships run ostei-n, and the hurled 
daits OS tliey full fill tlio air anil tho vacant deep. And 
DOW, tiie prows separated, tlte wings extend, and, die fleet 
sundered, the opposing ships are received. Just as, so oft 
u the tide struggles against tho Zephj-rs and the eastern 
gales, in this duvction run the waves, in that the sea ; so, 
wiien the ship in the ploughed-up tide describe their vary- 
ing tracks, the sea which the one Seet impels onn'ords with 
its oan, the other beats bock. 

But tho [nne-tree ships of the Greeks trerw skilful both to 
diallenge to die battle and to resort to flight, and to cluuige 
their course witli no wide sweep, and witli no tanllness to obey 
the turning helm. But the llomon ship was more sure in 
■flbrding a keel firmly laid, and convenience to the warriors 
equal to the dty land. Then said Brutus to tlie pilot sitting 
at the ensign-bcoring stem : " Dost thou suScr the battle to

be shifting about upon the deep, and dost thou contend witt 
-die vagaries of the ocean? Now close the warfare ; oppose 
the mid part of the vessels to the Phococan beaks." 

Ho obeyed, and sidelong he laid tlie alder barks before 
the foe. Then, whatever ship tried the oaken sides ol 
that of Brutus, conquered by her oy^tk blow, captured, she 
stuck fast^ to the one she had struck. But others both 
grappling-irons united and smooth chains, and they held 
themselves on by the oars* ; on the covered sea the warfare 
stood Jixfd to the iame tpot. 

Now no longer are tlie darts hurled from the shaken arms, 
nor do the wounds fall from afar by means of the hurled 
weapons ; and lumd meets hand. In a naval fight tlie sword 
effects the most. Each one stands upon the bulwark oi 
his oi\7i ship, facing full the blows of Hie enemy ; and none 
fall slain in theur o\sn vessels. The deep blood foams in 
the waves, and the tide ts thickened with clotted gore. The 
ships, too, which the chains of iron thrown on board ars 
dragging, the same do the dead bodies clogged together 
hinder irom being united. Some, half-dead, fall into the 
vast deep, and dnnk of the sea mingled with their own 
blood. Some, adhering to life struggling with slowly-coming 
death, perish in the sudden wreck of die dismantled ships. 
Javelins, missing their aim, accomplish their slaughter in 
the sea, and whatever weapon falls, with its weight used to 
no puipose, finds a wound on being received in the midst of 
the waves. 

A Roman ship hemmed in bv Phoctean barks, its crew di- 
vided, with equal warfare defends the right side and the left ; 
from tlie high stem of which, wliile Ta^ maintains the fight, 
and boldly seizes hold of the Grecian nag'\ he is pierced both 
in back and breast at the same moment by hurled duts ; in

Hither also the right hand of hapless Telon dii^ected his 
ship, than which no hand more aptly, when the sea was 
boisterous, did the barks obey; nor was the morrow's 
weather liettcr known to any one, whetlier he looks at Phot)* 
bus or whether at the horns of the moon, in order always to 
trim the sails to tlie coming winds. He witli the beak hod 
broken the ribs of a lAtian bark ; but quivering javelins 
entered the middle of his breast, and tlie right hand of the 
dying pilot tiumed away tlie ship. While G}'areus attempted 
to 1^ on board the friendly bark, he receiveil tlie iron 
driven through his suspended entrails, and pinned to tlie 
ship, tlie dart holding him back, t/iere he hung. 

Two twin brothers are standing, the gloiy of tlieir fniitful 
mother, whom tlie same womb bore to differing fates. Cruel 
death separates tlie heroes : and the wi*etched parents recog- 
nize the one left l>cliind, all mistake being now removed, a 
cause for everlasting tears. He always renews tlieir grief, 
and presents his lost brotlier to tlicm as tliey mourn. Of 
these, the one, the oars of Uco Mp$ being mingled sideways, 
comh-like indented, dares from a Grecian stem to lay hands 
upon' a Roman bark, but from above a heavy blow lops it 
off: still, however, witli tlie effort witli which it has grasped 
it keeps hold, and as it dies, holding fast with tightened 
nerve, it stiffens. By his mischance his valour waxes 
stronger; mutilated, more high-spuited wrath has he, and

K rived of shield and weapons, he is not stowed awaj in tlie 
Dttom of the ship, but, expracd and covering Iiiu brotlicr's 
arms with his naked brcost, pierced by nuuiy a spoar, ho 
ttill peisisbi; andwcnimns that were to have fallen to tlie dc- 
stiniution of niany of his own frieiiUa he receives witli a death 
tlint he has now corned. Then he sunimoiia bis life, flccUn:;; 
witli many a wound, into his weaiicd Umbs, and ncrvea hist 
meinbero with oil Uie blood that is remaining, and, bin 
. ''muiiihers failing in strcngtli, ho leaps on board the bostUo 
bai-k, destinetl to injure it by his weight alone. 

The ship, beapol up with tlio slauglitcr of the men, uul 
filled with much blood, received numerous blows on its 
(slanting sides. But after, its ribs broken, it let in tlie sea 
being lll[e<l to tlio top of tho batches, it dfisccndcd into tlie 
waves, sucking in the neigh bouiing waters witli a wbiriing 
eddy. Cleft asunder by the sunk ithip, the waves divided, and 
in the place of tlie bark the sea closc<l ui). ^Inny wondrous 
instances of voiious fates besides did that day afford ujkmi 
^le main. 

While a grappling- iron vms fa-stening its grasping hooks 
upon a ship, it fixeil on Lycidns. Ho would lioro been 
sunk in [be deep; but hb friends biudercd it and held 
fust bis suspended tliigbs. Tom away he is ivnt in two ; 
nor, 09 tliougb from a wound, does bis blood slowly flow ; 
tlie veins torn asunder', on eveiy side it falls; and (lie down- 
ward Aow of his life's bluml passing into his rent limbs is 
intercepted by tlie wBl«rs.

Then was a remarkable kind of dreadful death beheld, 
when by chance ships of opposite sides transfixed with their 
beaks a youth as he swam. His breast divided in the middle 
at such mighty blows ; nor with the ground bones were the 
limbs able to prevent the brazen beaks from re-echoing. 
His middle bmrst asunder, through his mouth the blood, 
mingled with the entrails, spouted forth corrupt matter. After 
they backed the ships wiUi the oars, and the beaks with- 
drew, the body, with the pierced breast, being cast into the 
sea admitted the water into the wounds. ' 

The greatest part of a crew being shipwrecked, strug- 
gling against death with expanded arms, rushed to receive 
the aid of a friendly ship ; but when they caught hold of 
tlie woodwork on high with forbidden arms, and the bark,

Many, wanUng darts, 
draw the deadly javelin wrenched out from their own entrails, 
and with the left hand clench fast their wounds, so that the 
blood mav allow a firm blow, and may start forth afler hav- 
ing hurled the hostile spear.

He» 
whatever clouds he finds in his own region, huris on 
towards the western worid with Nabathsean blasts^; both 
tibose which the Arabian feels, and the mists which the Gan- 
getie land exhales, and whatever the orient sun allows to 
collect, whatever Corns, the darkener of the eastern sky* 
has carried along, whate%*er has defended the Indians from 
tk§ heat ; the clouds removed afar from the east rendered 
tempestuous the day ; nor could they with their heaviness 
Irarst upon the mid region of the world, but hurried along 
the showers in their flight 

Arctus and Notus are free from rains; towards Calpe 
alone floats the humid air. Here, where now the lofW sky 
of heaven* meets with the limits of Zephyrus and the 
ocean, foibidden to pass beyond they rou in their dense 
masses, and hardly does the space that separates the earth 
from the heavens contain the mass of darkened air. And now, 
pressed by the sky, they are thickened into dense showers,

And now, ever the flrst attendant on great calamities, 
ravening famine comes, and, besieged by no enemy, the 
soldier is iu wont For a whole fortune \ one, not a prodigal, 
buys a little com. O the pallid thirst for gain ! The gold 
proffered, a starving seller is not found wanting. Now hiUs 
and elevations lie concealed ; now one continued marsh hides 
all the rivers, and sinks them in its ^-ast gulf; entirely it 
absorbs the rocks, and bears away the snelters of wild 
beasts, and carries off themselves ; and, stronger than they^ 
it whirls in sudden vortices the roaring waters and repulses 
the tides of ocean. Nor is Uie night, spread over the

Lot the trumpet-call 
somid to battle, do thou neglect the ruthless signal; 
let them bear on tlio standards, stay beliind ; soon win the 
ctvic strife come to an end, and Grcsar, a pri\'ate person, 
will love his son-in-law. Now, Concord, do thou approach, 
encircling all things in thine everlasting embrace, O tliou 
salvation of tilings and of the harmonizing world, and hal 
lowed love of the universe I now does our age hold a vast in 
fluence on what is to come. Tho skulking places of crimes 
so many have come to an end ; pardon is torn away from 
an erring people ; they have recognized their own friends.

There was a tnice, and the soldiers, mingled in cither 
canip, wandered at loi^ ; in friendship on the hard turf thaj 

Erepsrcd the banquets; and with the mingled wine tho 
baiions flowed ' on the grassy hearths, and, their oonchea 
united, tlie tale of the wars prolonged the sleqiless ni^t : 
on what plain they first come to a stand, from what n^t 
hand sped tlie lance. While thcyare boasting of the valiant 
things which they hare done, and while tbqr are disagreeing 
on many a point, what alone the Fates ar« seeking, confi- 
dence is renewed in them, wretched biingt, and all the AitutQ 
eriminolity waxes the stronger by reason of their ofibettOD. 
I'or after the treaty for a truce* u known to PetTeiiu, 
and he sees himself and his own camp being l>etrayed, he 
arouses tlie right hands of his household troops to the 
accursed warfare, oiid, surrounded with a multitude, head- 
long drives the unarmed enemy from the camp, and 
separates them, joined in embraces, with the sword, and 
with plenteous bluodelied' distui-bs the peace. Fierce 
anger adds words to provoke iho batde : — 

" soldiers, unmindful of your country, forgetful of your 
Standards, if you cannot bestow this on the cause of the 
Senate, to return, its champions, Ctesar being orereome;

"Under the name of peace we are betrayed. Nations 
would Dot be digging iron out of the mine that retreats 
fir within (b mrtX, no walls would be fortifying cities, no 
niriled iteed would be going to the wars, no fleet upon 
uie oeean to spread its tower-bearing ships upon the deep, 
if libei^ were tnr ri^^teoosly bartered in return for peace. 
Oadia awom in accuised criminality* are to bind my 
eitemies, IbnoothI but by you is yoiu: fideti^ less es- 
teemed, because it is allowed you figliting for a just cause 
to hope for pardon as well. shocking compact of dis- 
grace! Now, Uagnus, ignonuit of thy lot throughout the 
whole world thou art levying oiiuiea, and art arousing the 
monarchs who possess the extremities of tlie world, when 
peihape by our treaty safety is already 6aMly promised thee." 

Thus he spoke, ond be aroused all their feelings, and 
brou^t back tlie fondness for criminality. Thus, when, 
unused to the woods, wild beasts have grown tame in an 
inclosed prison, and luve laid aside thoir threatening 
countenances, and have learned to submit to man ; if a 
little blood comes to their burning mouths, their rage and 
fdry letum, and, reminded by the tasted gore, their jaws 
■well; their anger ivaxes hot, and liordly does it vrith- 
bold from the trembling keeper. They rush on to all 
enekedness, and broken faith commits excesses, which, 
amid the daric night of battle. Fortune, to the dis 
gnee of the Deities, might have been guilQr of; amid the 
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l)les ' and Uie couches', they etob tLo breasts which just 
■ore they have enfolded in Uioir cmhi-occs. Auil, olthougU 
I first lamenting ihey uiisheatlie their weapoiiii. when the 
lonl, the dlssujuler fruru right, aJhei'es to tliu right IuukI, 
nn as they strike, they hate their own fiiends nnd 
lengthen their waveriug spiiits with tlio blow. Now the 
nip waxes hot witli llie tuuiult, mid witli the riot of crimi- 
hity ; tlie necks of pareiiU aj-e wrenched. And as though 
llden criti)inality niiglit be valueless, tlicy ex|iuse all thek 

lutroiis deeds before the fuces of their chiutlalas ; they 

e delight ill buing guilty. 
BXhoii, Ctesar, aliJioiigli despoiled of many a soldier. 

It recognize' the Gods of heaven ai /acotiriiig Utee. Kor 

eed in tlie Eniatliian plninn ' was thy fortune greater, 
Jr ill the waves of Pbocicoii Jlossilia ; nor were e^ploits 
I gi-eat performed in tlie Phariiui seas ; since tlirough 
Is crime alone in the civil warfai'c lliou shall he tlie leader 
I tlie better cause. Polluted by an accimed slaughter, the 
^ernU dai-e not entiiisl Uicir ti'oops lo on adjoining 
I again they take flight towards tlie walls of lofVy 
"' e cavohy, meeliug theui, cuts otT all the pliuu. 
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When they beheld the road to death, their ten*or was 
turned into headlong rage. The soldiers slew the 
horses, no useful aid to people blockaded ; and at length, 
hope hdd aside, 1>cing conii>cUed to condemn M flight, 
doomed to fall they are borne upon the foe. When Gsesar 
saw them running down witli extended front, and, devoted, 
making their way to certain death, ho said : — 

*' Soldiers, now keep back your darts, and withhold your 
swords from tliem as tliey rush on ; with no blood shall the 
▼ictoiy be gained for me ; he is not conquered at no cost, 
who witli his throat expo$ed challenges the foe. Sec how 
life being hated 6y them, valueless to themselves, the youths 
rush on, now threatening to perish with loss to myself. They 
mVL feel no wounds, tliey will full on the swords, and rejoice in 
shedding their blood. Let this zeal forsake their minds, let 
tkh mad fit subside. Let them be rid of their wish to die." 

Tlius did ho suflcr tliem to bo inflamed to no purpose 
as tliey threatened, and, the war forbidden, to wax faint, until, 
Phcebus having sunk, night substituted her lights. Then, 
when no opportunity was given of mingling in the fight, 
by degrees their fierce anger moderated, and tlieir spirits 
cooled ; just as wounded breasts manifest the greatest courage 
while the pain and tlie wound is recent, and the warm blood 
gives an active impulse to the nerves, and the bones have 
not as yet cleaved to die skin ; if the victor stands con- 
scious of tlie swoixl being driven home, and withholds his 
hands, then a cold numbness fastens on tlie limbs and 
spirit, the strengtli being withdrawn, after the congealed 
blood has contracted the dricd-up wounds. 

And now depnved of water, tlie earth first dug up, 
they seek hidden springs and concealed streams ; and not 
alone witli mattocks and sturdy spades do tliey dig up tlie 
fields, but witli tlicir own swords : and a well upon tlie 
hollowed mountain is sunk us far as the surface of tlic 
watery plain. Not so deeply down, not daylight left 
80 far behind, does the pale searcher ^ for the Asturian gold

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buiy himself; still, neither do any rifen resound in their 
hidden course, nor any new streams gush forth, on tho 
pumice-stone being struck ; nor do the sweating carems 
distil witli small drops, nor is the graTcl disturbed, moved 
upwards by tlie litdo spring. Then, oxiuuistod with mudi 
perspiration, the youths are drawn up above, wearied with 
tlie hard incisions in tho flinty rocks. And you, waters* 
in tlie search for you cause tliem to be tho less able to 
endure * tho purdiing atmosphere. Nor do tlicy, wearied, 
refresh tlieir bodies with feasting, and, loathing food, tli^^ 
moke hunger tlieir resource againUifhUj^ If a softer sod 
betrays moisture, both hands squcetcftlie unctuous clods 
over tlieir moutlis. If turliid filth is lying unmoved upon 
tlie black mud, all tlie soldiers ^ying with each otlier fall 
down for the polhited draughts, and dj^dng, quolT the waters, 
which, likely to live, tliev would have been imwilling : ofler 
the manner, too. of wild beasts, tliey dry tlio distended 
cattle, and, inilk denied, tlio loatlisome blood is sucked 
from the exhausted udder. Tlien tliey wring tlie grass 
and leaves, and strip off the branches dripping with dow, 
and if at all thq/ can, they squeeze juices from tlie crude 
shoots or tlie tender sap. 

O happy tliey, whom tlie barbarian enemy, flying, has 
slain amid tho fields with poison mingled witli the 
springs^! Though, Crcsar, tliou shouldst openly pour 
mto tlicso streams poison, and tlie goro of wild Ixmsts, 
and tlie pallid aconite that grows upon the Dictican rocks, 
the Roman youth, not deceived, would drink. Their 
entrails are scorched by tlie flame, and their parched mouths 
are clammy, rough with scaly tongues. Now do their 
/cins shrink up, and, refreshed witli no moisture, tlieir 
iungs contract the alternating passages for tlie air; and hard- 
drawn sighs hurt their ulcerated palates. Still, howe%'er, 
they open tlieir mouths, and catch at the night air. They 
long for tlie showers, by whoso onw(ud force but just now

afflict them in their wTetchedness, they are not encamped 
upon the acorchinfi^ Meroe ' beneath the sky of the Crab» 
mere the naked Garamantes ' plough ; but, the army, en 
trwped between the flowing Sicoris and the rapid Iberus, 
looks upon the adjacent streams. 

Now subdued, &e generals yielded, and, arms being laid 
down, Afranius, the adviser to sue for peace, dragging o/iter 
Am his half-dead squadrons into the eneroy*s camp, stood 
suppliantly before the feet of the conqueror. His dignity is 
preserved as he entreats, not beaten down by calamities, and 
be performs between his fonner good fortune and his re- 
cent misfortunes all the parts of one conquered, but that 
mi€ a general, and with a breast void of care he sues for 
pardon * : — 

** If the Fates had laid me prostrate under a degenerate 
enemy, there was not wanting the bold right hand for 
hunying on my oini death ; but now the sole cause of my 
entreating for safety is, Coesar, that I deem thee worthy to 
grant life. By no zeal for party are we influenced ; nor have 
we taken up arms as foes to thy designs. Us in fact did 
tfie civil warfare find generals; and to our former cause 
fidelity preserved so long as it could be. The Fates we

This alone forgive, 
thy foes, that thou dost conquer. And no great things are 
asked. Grant repose to the wearied ; suffer us unarmed to 
pass the life which tliou dost bestow; consider that our 
troops are lying prostrate along the plains ; nor does it in- 
deed befit thM to mingle with fortunate arms those con- 
demned, and tlie captured to take part in thy triumphs ; 
this multitude has fulfilled its destiny. Thb do we adc. 
that thou wilt not compel us, conqucrod, to conquer along 
with thyself." 

He spoke; but Cnaar, readily prevmled upon, and serene 
in countenance, was appeased, and remitted continuance in 
the warfare^ and M punishment. As soon as ever the 
compact for the desired peace had pleased them, the 
soldiers ran down to the now unguarded rivers; they 
fell down along Uie banks, and troubled tlie conceded 
streams. In many tlie long-continued draughts of water 
suddenly gulped not pci*niitting tlie lur to have a pae» 
sago along the empty veins, compresses and shuts in ih» 
breatli ; nor even yet does tlie parclung plamie give war; 
but the cravhig malady, their entrails now mled with the 
stream, demands water for itself. 

Afterwards strengtli returned to the nerves, and power to 
the men. Luxuiy, prodigal of resources*, never content 
with moderate provision, and gluttony, craving for food 
sought for over land and sea, and (Aou, pride of a sump- 
tuous table, learn from (/*u with how little we have the 
power to prolong life, and how much it is that nature de-

Oh! bow much do tliey 
regret, on having obtained the granted peace, that they have 
erer with vibrUed shoulders poised the weapon, and have 
endured thirst, and have in vain oslied the Gods for pros- 
penus battles. To those, forsooth, who have experienced 
aueeessful warfiuc, tliere itill remain so many doubtful 
battles, so many toils throngfaoiit tlio world ; should waver- 
ing Fortune never make a slip in success, so often must 
\ietary be gained, blood be poured forth upon all lands, 
and mrou^ his fortunes so numerous Cmsor be fallowed. 
H^py be, who was able then to know, the ruin of (lie 
worid impending, in what place he was to he *. No batdcs 
summoned them forth in their weariness ; no trumpet-call 
broke their sotmd slumbers.

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Now do the wives, and the innoeent children, and the 
humble dwellings, and the land their own, receive no 
husbandmen draughted off^ Tliis burden as well does 
Fortune remove from them at ease, that tormenting party 
spirit is removed from their minds. The one is the 
giver of Umr safety, the other was their leader. Thus do 
they alone, in happiness, look on upon the cruel warfiuB 
witli no favouring wishes. 

Not the same fortune of war lasted throughout the 
whole eurth ; but against tlie side of Gsosar something did 
it dare, where the waves of tlie Adriatic sea beat against 
the extended Solonre ', and the warm Joder ^ flows forth 
towards the gentle Zephyrs. There, trusting in the warUke 
race of the Curie tons ^ whom tlie land rears, flowed around 
by tlie Adriatic sea, Antony, taking up his position in thai 
distant region, is shut up, safe from Uie onset ^ of war, 
if only famine, that besieges with certainty, would with- 
draw. The earth affords no forage for feeding the horses, 
the yellow-haired Geres produces no crops of com; the 
soldiers strip tlie plains of gross, and, the fields now 
shorn close, witli tlicir wretched teeth they tear tlie diy 
gross fix>m off tlie turf of tlieu* encampment. As soon as

For, not according to wont do tliey extend the keels and 
build aloft tlie stems, but with an unusual shape they 
fasten firm planks together for supporting a massive 
tower. For, on every side, empty caissons support the 
raft *, a series of which, fastened together, with extended 
chains receives alder planks laid obliquely in double rows. 
Nor does it carry its oars exposed to the weapons in the 
open front ; but that sea which it has smTOuuded with tlie 
beams tht oan strike, and it shows the miracle of a silent 
course, because it neither carries sails nor beats the dis- 
eovercd waves. Tlien the straits are watched, while the ebb- 
ing tide is retreating witli lessening waves, and the sands 
are laid bare by the sea flowing out And now, the waters 
retiring, the shores increase; tiie raft, being launched, is 
borne gliding along on the receding tide, and its two com- 
panions. Uix>n tliem all a lofly tower is tlu^atcuing above, 
and the decks are fonnidablo with nodding pinnacles.

The hollow clif» 
hang over tlie sea, and, strange ! the mass stands, always 
about to fall, and with the woods overshadows the deep. 
Hither did Uie ocean often bear ships, wrecked by the 
north wind, and drowned bodies, and hide them in the 
darkened caverns. The sea enclosed restores the spoil; 
and when the caverns have vomited forth the water, the 
waves of the eddying whu*lpool surpass in rage the Tau- 
romcnian Charybdis^ 

Hero oM mass, laden witli colonists of Opitcrp^um\ 
stopped short; this the ships, unmoored from all their 
stations, surrounded ; others swarmed upon the rocks and 
the sea-shore. Vulteius perceived ^ the silent stratagems 
beneath the waves (he was the captain of the raft), 
who having in vain endeavoured to cut the chains mth 
the sword, without any hope* demanded the fight, im- 
certain which way to turn his back, which way his bi'east,

Then thus with magnanimous voice did Yultcius en- 
courage the cohort dismayed and dreading their approacli- 
ing fate : *' Youths, free no longer than ono short night, 
consult in this limited time for your fortunes in this ex- 
tremity. A short life remains for no one who in it has 
time to seek deatli for himself; nor, youths, is tlic glory of 
death inferior, in running to meet approaching fiite. 
The period of their life to come being uncertain to all, 
equal is tlie praise of courage, both in sacrificing tlio years 
which you liave hoped for, and in cutting short Uie mo- 
ments of your closing existence, while by vour own hand 
ou hasten your fate. No one is coni|)cllou to wish to die. 
o way for flight is open ; our fellow-citizens stand on every 
side bent against our throats. Determine on dcatli, and 
all fear is gone ; whatever is necessary, that tame desire. 

" Still, we have not to fall amid tlie dark haze of warfare, 
or when armies envelope their own darts with the shades 
^ intermingling, when heaped up bodies are lying on the 
\ plain, and every death goes to tlie common account, and 
valour perishes overwhelmed. In a ship have the Gofls 
placed us conspicuous to our allies and to tlie foe. The 
seas will find us witnesses, the land t^iU find tliem, the' 
island from die summit of its cliffs will present tliem ; the 
two sides from opposite shorcs ' will be spectators. For- 
tune ! an example in our deaths how great and memora- 
ble thou art contemplatuig I know not Whatever me- 
morials in ages pa$t fidelity has afforded and a soldier's duty 
preserved by the sword, the tame our youths will transcend.

Let the enemy know that we are men 
unsubdued, and dread our courage, glowing and eager for 
death, and be glad tlmt' no more rails have stuck fast 
Ther will be tiding to corrupt us with treaties and with a 
disgraced life. would that, in order that our distin- 
cuished death niiglit gain tlie greater fame, they would prof- 
fer pardon, and bid us hope for safety; that they might 
not, when we pierce our vitals with the warm weapon, thmk 
that we are desperate. By great valour must we deserve, 
that Cfcsar, a few among so many tliousands being lost, 
may call this a loss and a calamity. 

** Though tlio Fates should afford an egress and let us 
escape, I would not wish to avoid what is pressing on. 
I have parted with life, companions, and am wholly im- 
pelled by the longing for approaching death. It is a frenzy. 
To those alone is it granted to feel it whom now the 
approach of doom is influencing; and the Gods conceal 
from those destined to live, in order that they may endure 
to live, tliat it is sweet to die.** 

Thus did courage arouse all the spirits of the magnani- 
mous youths; whereas, before the words of their leader, 
they ail behdd witli moistened eyes the stars of heaven, 
ana were in dread at tlie turning of the Wain of the Bear, 
those same, when hb precepts had influenced their brave 
minds, now longed for day. Nor was the sky then slow to 
sink the stars in the main ; for the sun was occupying the 
Ledfean Constellations' when his light is most elevated in

Now is the raft beheld heaped up with the bloody

'* By daring great fears are concealed ; to arms will I re- 
sort the first Let the soldiers descend to the level plains 
whUe they ai^ yet my own ; rest ever produces a wavering 
disposition ; remove all consideration by fight When the 
dire intent waxes strong with tlie swoitl grasped in kand^ 
and helmets conceal tlieir shame, who thimcs of comparing 
the leaders, who of weighing tiie causes ? The side he has 
taken to that does he wish well ; just as in tlie sliows of the 
fatal sand' no ancient grudge compels those brou^t for- 
ward to combat together, InU they hate those pitted against 
them.- 

Thus having said', in tiie open plains he drew up his 
ranks, whom the fortune of war, about to deceive him with 
future woes, blandly received. For he drove Varus ^ fix>m 
tlie field, and smote tlieu: backs exposed in disgraoeful 
flight, until tlieir camp prevented it But after the sad 
battle of the worsted Varus was heard of by Juba ; joyous 
that the glory of the warfare might be recovered by his 
own cud, by stealtli he hurried on his troops, and by en- 
joined silence retarded the i*eport of himself approoMng^ 
fearing this alone, tlm>ugh wont of caution to be dreaded 
by the enemy. Sabum^ next after the king among the 
Numidians, was sent before to provoke the commencing 
battle with a small troop and to draw them on, as though 
pi^etending* that the warfare was entrusted to himself.

To the stratagems Fortune gives success ; and fierce, the 
strengtli of the concealed foe not surveyed, Curio com* 
mands his cavalry to sally forth from the camp by night, 
and to spread far and wide over tho unknown plains. He 
himself, about tho first break of dawn, commands the signal 
to $ouHd in the camp, often and vainly having begged them 
to apprehend Libyan stratagem and tho Punic warfare, 
always fraught with treachery. 

The destiny of approaching death had delivered up tlie 
youth to the Fates, and the civil warfare urged on its author 
to his doom. Over steep rocks, over crags, along an abrupt 
path he led hi$ standards ; when, espied afar from the tops 
of the hills, the enemy, in their stratagem, gave way a 
little, until, tlio hill being left, he entrusted his extended 
ranks to the wide plains. He, believing this a flight, and 
imacqwiinted with the concealed design, as though victo- 
rious, led forwaixl his forces into tlie midst of the fields. 
Tlien first was the stratagem disclosed, and tho flying 
Nuraidians, tlie mountains tilled on every side, hemmed in 
the troops. At the same moment the leader himself was 
astounded, and the multitude, doomed to perish.

Let Fortune arouse the hated ghosts of dire Carthage by 
the84 new funeral sacrifices^; let blood-stained Hannibal 
and the Punic shades receive this expiation so dire. *Twere 
profane, ye Gods of heaven, for a Homan*s fall on Libyan 
ground to benefit Pompey and the wishes of the Senate ; 
rather for herself may Africa conquer us ! 

Curio, when he beheld his troops routed on the plain, 
and the dust, laid by the blood, allowed him to perceive how 
great the slaughter, did not endure to prolong his life amid 
his stricken fortunes, or to hope for flight ; and he fell amid 
the slaughter of his men ', eager for death, and valiant with 
a bravery to which he was forced. 

What now avail thee the turmoil of the Bostra and the

IVhoever was not exi>elled by us from an order so mighty, 
is here. Unacquainted with crimes, and at rest during a 
lengthened peace, the first fui^' of warfare dispersed us; 
once acain do all the members of tJte state return to 
their pkce. Behold! with all the might of the world 
do the Gods above recompense us for Hesperia lost; 
the enemy lies overwhelmed in the Illyrian waves'; in 
the loathsome fields of Libya, Curio, a large portion of 
Cttsar*s Senate^ has fidlen. Generals, raise your standards ; 
urge on the course of fate ; entrust to tlie Gods your hopes, 
and let fortune give us courage as gi*eat, as the cause gave 
when you fled from the foe. Our rule is closing with the 
finisheti year ; you, whose power is destined to experience 
no limit, Senatoi-s, consult for the common welfare, and 
bid Magnus be your leader.** 

With joyous applause tlie Senate received the name, and 
entrusted to Magnus his o^mi and his countiT*s fate. Then 
honors vere distiibuted among kings and nations tliat 
deserved the^n ; both lUiodes sacred to Phcebus^ and powerful 
by sea, was decorated with gifts, and the unpolished youth 

of the most tncient cities of Etruria, situata on tbe river Cremera, about 
tvelre nilet firom Rome. It wa« here that the Senate were conrened 
when the Gaols bad destroyed Borne, on which they appointed Camillus 
Dictator. Tbe Boroant at this time were anxious to make Veil their 
aipital, and were only dissuaded by the eloquence of Camillus.

Now, the assembly broken up, the multitude takes up 
anas. When the people and the chieftains were resorting 
to these vith uncertoui chances, and with indiscriminate 
allotment alone did Appius' fear to embark upon tlie 
doubtful events of die warfare ; and he entreated Uie Gods 
<rf bearen to unfold the destiny of events, and opened again 
the Delphic shrine of fate-foretelling Phcebus, that bad been 
cloBed for many a year. 

Just as for removed* from the western as from tlie 
eastern clime, Parnassus with its twofold summit* reaches 
to the skies, a mountain sacred to Phcebus and to 
Bromius'; on which, tho Deities united, the Tbeban 
Baeduumli celebmte the triennial Delphic festival *. 
This peak alone, when the deluge covered the earth*, 
rose aloft, and n-os the mid division of the sea and the 
Stan. Thou e\'en, Parnassus, raised above the sea, didst

This Deity, howe\-er, made manifest to all and denied 
to nine, alone denies himself to the pollution of human 
erimiiuliQr. Kot there in silent whispers do they conceive 
imiHOOS wishes. For, prophesyins what is destined and 
to be altered for no one, he forbids mortals to wish, and, 
benignant to the just, full oft has he assigned an abode 
to those quitting entire cities, as to tlie Tj-rians'; he lias 
gnnted (o drive oack the threats of war, as the sea of Sal&- 
mis* remembers; he has removed dievrath of the earth*

or wbelber, by the will of the Gods, Cirrlia is silent, and 
it is sufficient that the secrets of future iate have been 
entrusted to youreelves in tlie lines of the aged Sibyl ; or 
irttetber Pisaii, wont to drive the guUty from his temples, 
finds not m our age mouths by which to disclose the FtUtt." 

The deceit of the maiden is manifest, and, the Deities 
being denied, her very fear imparts con&dcnee. Then 
does the wreathed fillet* bind her locks in front, and, 
her hair streaming down her bock a white head-dress 
encircles with Rioceeon laurel. She, dreading the late- 
foretelling recess of tlie deep-seated shrine, in the fiist port 
of Uie Temple comes to a stop, and, feigning t/i« intpirotion 
of the God, utters fi-om her breast, undisturbed beneath, 
fictitious words, testifying a spirit moved by no divine tnxaj 
with no murmurs of a hurried voice, and not so much 
about to injure the chieflniu to whom she is propliesying 
Jklscly, as the tripods and the credit of Phtebus. 

Her w-ords broken mth no trembling sound, her voice 
not sufficing to fill the space of the capacious cavern, 
the laurels shaken off, with no standing of her hair on end, 
and the summits of the Temple without vibration, the 
grove, too, unsliakon, oU Ihae betrayed that she dreaded to 
yield herself to Phcebus. Appius beheld the tripods un- 
occupied, and raging, exclaim«l : —

lity flames, enduring ilice. Pbtcbus, niging with wralli. 
or dost iJiou employ tlic lash alone and goads ■, flames, 

doat thou bury in her entmils; and tlie bridle she 
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retreat, indignant that her fren^ should he at the servico 
of many nations, cull with proud hand the Iloman from 
the heap of destinies so vast. 

Thus docs Iliomonoo, filled with Phoohus, struggle^ 
while Uiee, O Appiiis, consultcr of the Deity hidden in 
the Castalion land, with difficulty slie discovers, long amid 
fates so mighty seeking tlice concealed. Then, first tho 
foaming frenzy flows forth ahout her maddened lips, and 
groans and loud murmurs from her gasping moutli ; then 
an tliero mournful yells in tlie yikst caverns, and at last 
voices resound, the maiden now overcome : — 

" Soman, thou dost escape from tlio vast tlircatenings 
of war, free from dangers so great ; and alone shalt thou 
take thy rest in tlie wide pulley of the Eubocau quarter.**^ 
The rest Apollo suppresses, and stops her speech. 

Ye tripods, guardians of tlie Fates, and ye secrets of the 
world, and thou, Psan, powerful in tlie truth, uninformed 
by the Gods of heaven of no day of Uio future, why dost 
thou hesitate to reveal Uie latest moments of tlio falling 
state, and the slaughtered chieftains, and the deaths of poten- 
tates, and nations so numerous falling amid Hesperian 
bloodshed? Is it tliat tlio Deities have not yet decreed 
mischief so great, and ore destinies so numerous witlihcld, 
while tlie stxurs yet hesitate to doom the head of Pompev ? 
Or art thou silent upon the crimes of tho avenging sword ', 
and the penalties of civic frenzy and t}Tannies falling 
to the avenging Bruti' once again, that Fortune may fulfil 

lien, smitten by the breast of the prophetess the doors 
Open, and, hurried on, she leaps forth from the Temple. 
}ler frantic fit still lasts ; and the God whom as yet she has

whole. She still rolls her fierce eyes, and her look 
wandering over the whole sky, now with timid, now ston 
with threatening, features ; a fieiy hlush tints her face an< 
her livid cheeks, and a paleness exists, not thai which i 
wont to be in one who fears, but inspuring fear. Nor doe 
her wearied heart find rest; but, as the swelling sea afte 
the hoarse blasts of Boreas moans, so do silent sigh 
relieve the prophetess. And while from the sacred lig^t b^ 
which she has beheld the Fates she is being brought bad 
to the sunbeams of ordinanr day, shades, intervening, com< 
on. Pa;an sends Stygian Lethe into her entrails, to snatd 
from her the secrets of tlie Gods. Then from her breas 
flies the truth, and the future rctuxns to the tripods o 
Phoebus, and, hardly come to herself, she falls to the ground 
Nor yet, Appius, does the nearness of death alarm thee 
deceived by ambiguous responses; but, the sway of th< 
world being matter of uncertainty, hurried on by vaii 
hopes thou dost prepare to found tlie kingdom of Eubcsax 
Chalcis. Alas, madman! what one of the Gods, Deatl 
excepted, can possibly grant for thee to be sensible of n< 
crash of warfare, to be exempt from the woes so numeroui 
of the world ? The secret recesses of the Euboean shore thot 
shall possess, buried in a memorable tomb, where rocky Ca 
lystos ^ straitens th^ outlets of the sea, and where Bhamnus

In the meantime, the Iberians subdued, Ciesar returned, 
about to carnr his eagles into another region ; when almost 
did the Gods turn aside the course so mightj of fate 
amid his prosperity. For, in no warfare subdued, within 
the tents of his camp did tho chieftain fear to lose the 
profit"* of his excesses ; when almost, tho bands, faithful 
t]m>ughout so many wars, satiated with blood, at Itaai forsook 
their leader: wheUicr it was that tlie trumpet-call ceas- 
ing for a time from its melancholy sound, and the sword 
sheathed and cold, had expelled the mania for war; or 
whether, while the soldier looked for greater rewanls, he 
condemned both the cause and the leader, and even tlien 
held on sale his sword stained with crime. Not in any 
danser^ was Ceesar more ti-ied, as now, not from a fiim 
hei^it, but from a trembling one, he looked do^an on 
evei^'thing, and stood propped up upon a stumbling $j)ot ; 
deprived of hands so many, and left almost to his own 
sword, he who dragged so many nations to war, was sensible 
that it is the swoni not of tlie general, but of the soldier, 
that is unsheathed. 

There was now no timid murmuring, nor yet anger con- 
cealed in the secret breast ; for the cause which is wont to 
check doubting minds, while each is afraid of those to whom

Guilty with hands and weapons we uicur every crime, 
pious, htnrerer, in our jKnerty. ^Miot limit Is sought for 
our arms? 

" \\'hat is enough, if r>omc ri too little ? Now look upon 
our hoary locks and our weok hands, and behold our feeblo 
amis. The prime of our life is post, our years we have 
consumed in wars ; dismiss im, oged men, to die. Behold 
our unreasonable request ! to allow us not to lay our dying 
limbs ujx)n tlie hard tui-f ; not with our breath as it flies 
to bent against the clod', and to seek in death the right 
hand tliac shall close our eyes* ; to siid: amid the tears of 
our wives, and to know tliat a pile is pi-epared for eadi. 
May it be allowed us by disease to end our old age Be- 
bides tlie sword let tlkCL« he under Ctcsar's rulo some other 
deatli. Why by hopes dost thou draw us on, as though 
ignomnt for what monstrous crimes we are being trained'.' 
As diuugh, indeed, we alone are not aware, amid civil war, 
of which treason the reward is tlie greatest? Nothing hai 
been effected by the wai-s, if he has not yet disco veretT dial 
these hands are capable of doing eveiything.

Those whom criminality defiles, it 
renders equal. Add that, nuder a thankless estimator of our 
deserts, our valour is lost; whatever we do is entitled 'for- 
tune.' Let him be aware that we are his destiny. Though 
thou shouldst hope for evenr favour of the Gods, the soldiei*s 
enra^, Cssar, there will be peace." Thus having said, 
th^ began to rush to and £ro throughout all the camp, and 
''^th hotftile looks to demand the chief. 

Thus may it be, Gods of heaven! when duty and 
fidditr forsake us, and it is left to place our hopes in evil 
ways, let discord make an end in civil war. What chieftain 
could not that tumult alarm? But Cesar comes, accus- 
tomed headlong to meet the Fates, and rejoicing to exercise 
his fortunes amid extreme dangers ; nor does he wait until 
their rage may abate : he hastens to tempt their fury in full 
career. Not to them would he have denied cities and temples 
to be spoiled, and tlio Tarpcian abode of Jove, and the ma- 
trons of the Senates and brides doomed to suffer disgraceful 
indignities. He wishes indeed for eveiything to be asked of 
him ; he wishes the rewards of warfare to be courted ; onlv 
the recovered senses of the disobedient soldiery are feared. 
Alas ! Caesar, art thou not ashamed for wars now to prove 
pleasing to thyself alone that have been condemned by thy 
own bands? Shall these be weary first of bloodshed? ShaU 
the law of the sword prove burdensome to them ? Wilt thou 
thyself rush through all right and wrong? Be tired at la$t, 
and learn to be able to endure txutencB without arms ; let it 
be possible for thee to put an end to criminality. Barbarous 
man^ why dost thou press on ? Ykhj now dost thou m^^e on 
the unwilling? Civil war is flying from thee. On a mound' 
y of turf built up he stood, intrepid in countenance, and not

No windings are 
there of the sea» and no shores are there to be surveyed 
by us, but straight onward are the waves to be cleaved, 
and hy the aid of the north wind alone. that he Mrould 
bend the head of our topmost mast, and press on in his 
fuiy, and waft us to the Grecian walls, lest the partisans of 
Pomp^should come witfi impelled oars from all the shore

The first stars of Uie sky', Phoebus concealing himself 
beneath the waves, had come forth, and the moon had now 
spreakl her shadows, when they both unmoored the ships, 
and the ropes unfurled the full sails; and the sailor, Uie 
end of the yard being bent by the rope towards the left, 
slants the canvass to catch the mnd, and expanding the 
loftiest top-sail, catches the gales that might die away. 
When first a slight breeze has begun to move the sails, 
and they swell a little, soon, returning to the mast, they

I myself, Uie first* amid the foe touched 
upon sands in the mi<ut of them, tmd under the sway of 
others. Dost thou fear my camp ? I lament that the hours 
of fate are wasting; upon the winds and the waves do I 
expend my prayers. Keep not those back who desire to go 
on the shifUng deep ; if I judge aright, the youths womd 
be willing by diipwreck even to repair to the arms of Giesar. 
Now must I employ the language of grief; not on equal 
terms have we divided the world. Giesar and the whole 
Senate occupy Epirus ; thou alone dost possess Ausonia.** 

Afler he sees that he, summoned three or four times 
in this language, is siill delaying, as he believes that it is 
he himself who is wanting to the Gods, and not the Deities 
to him, of his accord amid the unsafe shades of night he 
dares to try the sea, which they, commanded, stand in fear 
of, having experienced that venturous deeds have prospered 
under a favoring Divinity ; and waves, woi*thy to be &ared 
by fleets, he hopes to pass over in a little bark. 

Night with its languor had now relaxed tlie wearied care 
of arms ; rest wa$ obtained for the wretched, into whose 
breasts by sleep a more humble lot inspires sti^ngth. Now 
was the camp silent; now had Us third hour^ brought 
on the second watch ; Gsesar with anxious step amid die 
vasty silence attempted thincs hardly by his seiTonts' to be 
dared ; and, all left behind, ]<ortune alone pleased him as his 
eompanion. Afier he had ^ne through the tents, he passed 
over the bodies of the sentmels which had vidded to sleep, 
silently complaining that he was able' to elude them.

Then tajft the poor 
Amyclas, ** Many things indeed forbid me to trust the deep 
to-nig^t For the sun did not take down into the seas 
ruddy douds, and rays of one hue'; one portion of Phoebus 
iuYited the southern gales, another, with divided light, the 
northern. Dimmed, too, and languid in the middle of his 
ori>, he set, not dazzlmg the eyes that looked on him, with 
his weakly lidit The moon, also, did not rise, shining 
with dender horn, or hollowed with clear ca\iUes in her 
mid orb; nor did she describe taperinp^ pointa on her 
stniitened horn, and with the signs of wmd she was red ; 
besides, paUtd, she bears a livid aspect, sad with her face 
about to sink beneath the clouds. 

"^But neither does the waving of tlie woods, nor the 
lashings of the sea-shore, nor the fitful dolphin, that 
challenges the waves*, please me ; nor yet that the sea-gull 
loves the dry land ; the fact, too, that the heron ventures 
to fly aloft, trusting to its hovering wing; and tliat, 
sprinkling its head with tlie waves, as though it would 
forestall we rain, the crow paces the sea-shore with infirm 
step. But if the weight of great events demands, I would 
not hesitate to lend my aid. Either I will touch the com* 
manded shore, or, on the other hand, ihe seas and the winds 
shall denv it** 

Thus naving said and unmooring his craft, he spreads 
the canvass to the winds ; at the motion of which, not only 
meteors gliding along the lofty air, as they fall, describe 
tracks in all quarters ^ the heavens ; but even the stars whicli 
are held fixed in the loftiest skies, appear to shake. A 
dusk^ swell pervades the surface of the sea; with many a 
heavmg along their lengtliened track the threatening waves 
boil up, uncertain as to the impending blasts ; the swelling 
seas betoken the winds conceived. Tben says the master 
of the quivering bark : — 

** Behold, how vast dangers the raging sea is preparing. 
Whether it presages the Zephyrs, or whether the east

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winds, it is uncertiun. On everjr side the fitful imyes ure 
beating against the baik. In the clouds and in the hoavens 
are tlie southern blasts ; if we go by the murmurs of the 
sea, Corns is skimming along the deep. In a storm thus 
mighty neitlier will baiv nor shipwrecked person reach the 
Hesperian shores. To despair of making our way, and to 
turn from tlio forbidden course, is our only safety. Let it 
be allowed me to make for shore with the tossed bark, lest 
the nearest land should be too distant** 

Caesar, confident that all dangers will ^ve way for him, 
says, *' Despise the tlireats of the deep, and spread sail to 
the raging winds. If, heaven prompting thee, thou dost 
decline Italy, myself t/iy prompter, seek it. This alone is 
thy reasonable cause for fear, not to have known tliy fireight ; 
one whom the Deities never forsake; of whom Fortune 
deserves badly tlicn, when after his wishes expraud slio 
comes. Secure in my piiotcction, burst through Uie midst 
of tlie stoiTHS. Tins is tlio labour of the heavens and of 
tlie sea, not of our bark ; tliat, trod by Cssar, the freight 
will protect from the waves. Nor wUl long duration be 
granted to the raging fuiy of Uie winds ; tliis same bark will 
advantage the waves. Turn not thy hands; avoid, with 
thy sails, the neighboming shores ; beUeve that then thou 
hast gained the Calabrian port, when no other land can bo 
granted to the ship and to our safety. Art thou ignorant 
what, amid a tempest so great, is preparing? Amid tlie 
tumult of the sea and sky. Fortune is enquiring how slie 
shall favour me.** 

No more having said, a furious whirlwind, the stem 
being stiiick, tears away tlie shrouds rent asunder, and 
brings the flapping sails upon the frail mast; the joints 
overstrained, tlie vessel groans. Then rush on perils 
gathered together irom the whole imiverse. First, moving 
the tides. Corns, thou dost raise thy head firom the Atlantic 
Ocean ; now, as thou dost lift it, tlie sea rages, and uplifts 
all its billows upon tlie rocks. The cold Boreas meets it, 
and beats back the ocean, and doubtful stands tlie deep, un- 
decided which wind to obey. But the rage of tlie Scythian 
north wind conquers and hurls alofl the waves, and 
makes shallows of the sands entirely concealed. And 
Boreas does not cany the waves on to the rocks, and he 
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dashes his own seas against tlio billows of Conis ; aiu 
•roused waves, eren with the winds lulled, aie able to 
ineonfltct

above tlio surface. The clouds are touched by tlte sails, and 
die earth by the keel. For tlie sea, in the part where it is 
at rest, docs not conceal tlie sands ; it arises in mountouis, 
and all the waters arc in waves. Fears conquer tlie resources 
of ait, aii<l Uie pilot knows not which to break, to which 
wave to give way. 

The di«(conl of Uie sea comes to tlieir aid in tlieir dis- 
tress, and billow is not able to tlirow over the vessel against 
billows ; tlie iiesisting wave supports tlie yielding side, and 
the bark inscs upright amid all the winds. They dread 
not the lowly Sasoii ^ witli its shallows, nor yet Uie rocky 
shores of curving Thessaly, and the dangerous harboui's of 

rtho Ambrocian coast * ; of tlie summits of ro<^ky Ceraunia 
tlie 8ailoi*8 ait) in drcad. Now does Ca:sar believe Uiere to 
be a danger wortliy of his destuiy. 

*' Is it a labour so gi*cat,'* snys he, '* witli the Gods abo\'e 
to overwhelm me, whom, sitthig in a litde bark, Uiey have 
assaulted witli seas so \t\si ? If Uie glory of my end lias 
been granted to Uie deep, and I am deniefl to Uie wtirfore, 
fearlessly will I receive whatever deaUi, ye DeiUes, you send 
me. AlUioiigh the day huiricd on by Uio Fates should cut 
short my mighty exploits, things gix^at enough have I done. 
The nations of Uie norUi have I conqucix^d ; hostilo amis 
have I subdued wiUi fear; Rome has beheld Magnus second 
H to me. The commonalty ordei'ed by me, I have obtained by 

warfare the fusees which were denied unto me. No Ilomaii 
i I dignity will be wanting to my tiUcs.

Him, having thus said, a tenth wave ^, wondrous to be said, 
lifts with the imiX bark on high ; nor again does it hurl it 
down from the lofty heights of the sea, but the wave bears 
it along, and casts it on dry land, where the narrow shore 
is free fix>m rugged cliffs. At the same moment, the land 
being touched, realms so many, cities so many, and his own 
fortune does he regain. 

But not so easily did Gccsar, now returning ^ on t]ie fol- 
lowing day deceive his camp and his adherents, as on the 
occasion of his silent flight Thronging around their genenil 
the multitude wept, and accosted him with their lamenta- 
tions and not displeasing complaints ^ "Whither, cruel 
Caesar, has tliy rash valour carried thee, or to what fate 
abandoning us, valueless lives, didst thou give thy limbs to 
be scattered by tlio reluctant storm? Since the existence and 
the safety of so many nations depend upon this life of thuie^ 
and the world so great has made thee its head, it is cruelty 
to wish to die. Did no one of thy followers deserve, not to 
be able to be a survivor of thv fate? When the sea was 
hunying thee along, slothful slumber was in possession of 
our bodies. Alas 1 we are ashamed ! This was the cause 
of thy seeking Hesperia ; it seemed cruel to commit any

" For one now holding the nile of the world to have 
entrusted hinnH/ to the sea ! AVhy thus greatly dost thou 
tempt ihe Deities ? Is this favour and effort of Fortune 
sufficient for the crisis of tlio war, which has impelled tlioe 
to our sands? Has this service of tlie Deities pleased tlieo, 
not that tliou shouldst be ruler of the world, not chief of 
tiio state, but foilunate in shipwreck?** Uttering such 
tilings, tlie night dispersed, the aav witli its sunshine came 
upon Uicm, and the wearied deep lulled the swelling waves, 
tlio winds permitting. 

Tlie captains also ^ in Hcsperia, when they beheld the 
sea weary of waves, and tlie clearing Boreas * rising in tlie 
heavens to subdue tlie deep, unmoored the barks, which 
tlic wind and tlie right hands, plied with equal time, long 
kept mingled ; and over tlie wide sea, the sliips keeping 
close togetlier, tite fleet united, just as a troop on land. But 
relentless night took away from the sailors the steadiness of 
the brce/^, and tlie e^'en course of the sails, and tlirew tlie 
barks out of tlicir line. 

Thus, Nile, do tlie ci*anes, about to drink of Uiee, tlie 
winter driving them away, leave Uie frozen Strymon, and at

Caesar, in the Civil War, B. iii. e. 20, thus reUtes the circumstances hero 
re fe rred to: — " Our men, taking advantage of the iavour of fortune, for they 
were still afnid of being attacked hj the enemy's fleet, if the wind abated, 
having come near a port called Nymphsum, about three miles beyond Lissus, 
pnt into it (this port is protected from a south-west wind, but is not secure 
against a soath wind) ; and they thonght less danger was to be apprehended 
from the storm than from the enemy.

warfare. Alas ! how greatly does virCuous passion prevail in 
well-regulated minds ! Even tliee, Magnus, did lo\'o render 
doubtful and anxious as to Uio rasnlt of bottles ; tliy wifo 
alone Uiou wast unwilling to be subject to tlie stroke of For- 
tmie, beneath which was tlie world and the destiny of Home. 

Now do words forsake his mind, nuide up, and it pleases 
him, putting off what is about to come, to indulge a pleasing 
delay, and to snatch tlie moment fram the Fates. Towardn 
the close of Uio night, the reiK>se of slumber banished, whtio 
Cornelia cherishes in her ombiiice his breast weighed down 
witli cares, and seeks tlie delightful kisses of her husband 
who turns away ; wondering at his moistened cheeks, and 
smitten with a secret wound, she dares not to aixaign Mag- 
nus witli weeping. He, sighing, says:— 

**AVife, deai'er to me tlioii life, not now when tired of 
life, but in joyous times ; Uie sad day is come, and ono 
which botli too much oiul too little we have deferred : now 
is Ctcsor at hand for battle with all his might To war 
must we give ^vay ; dm'ing which for tliee Lesbos will be a 
sufo retreat Forbear making trial of entreaty; already 
have I denied myself^. Thou wilt not liave to endure a 
pi'olonged absence' fix>m me. Events will succeed with 
headlong speed; iiiin hastening on, tlio highest interests 
ai*c downward speeding. Tis enough to nave heard of 
tlie dangers of ^lagnus ; and thy love has deceived me, if 
thou const be witness of the civil war. For I am asluuned 
now, tlie line of battle drown up, to hove been ei^joYiug 
tranquil slumbers togetlier witli mv wife, and to arise urom 
thy bosom, when the trumpe^coU is shaking the distrsetod 
world.

In her weakness hardly did she sust(un grief so great, 
and her senses fled from her astounded breast At length,

** Notliing, ^lagnus, is left me to say in complaint of Uie 
destiny of our union and of the Gods of heaven; death does 
not divide our love, nor the closing torch of the sad funereal 
pile ;, but, sent away, by a common and too vulgar lot ' am 
I separated from my husband. At the approach of tlie foe 
let us sever tlie union of our marriage toi*ch ; let us appease 
thy father-in-law. Has, Magnus, my fidelity been tlius ex- 
perienced by tlice ? And dost Uiou believe tliat anything 
can be more safe to me than to tliee? Have we not for 
long de|ionded on one lot? Dost tliou, relentless one, com- 
mand mo, abiH^ut, to oxposo my life to hghtnings and to 
ruin so mighty? Does my lot seem a tnmquil one to thee, 
to be perishing vith apprehenmn^ when e^'cn now thou art 
entertaining hoi>es? As I shall be reluctant to be the slave 
of tlie wicked, still, by a ready death, I shall follow thee to 
tlie shmlos; until the sad repoit reaches tlie regions removed 
afar, I, forsootli, shall be living, tlie survivor of tliee. 

** Add //iM, that thou dost accustom me to my fate, and, 
in tliy cruelty, to endure grief so great Pardon me con- 
fessing it ; I fear to be able to endure it But if my pmyers 
are realizeiU and I am heaixl by tlie Gods, last of all will tliy 
wife know the result of affairs.

Thus saying, distmctedlv she leai)S fortli, the couch' 
abaudoued, and wishes to oefcr her woes by no delay. In 
her sweet embrace she does not endure to clasp tlio breast of 
the soiTowing Mognus, nor yet his neck; and Uie lastei^joy- 
ment of love so prolonged passes awav; and their own sor- 
rows tliey luisten on, and neither on witndrowhi^ can endure 
to say, ** farewell ; ** and throughout all their lives no day 
has tliero been so sad. For otlier griefs with a mind now 
sti'engtlicncd by woes, and resolute, did they submit to. 
She falls fidntiug in her wretchedness, and, received in the 
hands of her attendants, is canicd down to the sands of 
tlio sea, and there prostrates herself, and clings to the vexy 
shoi*e, Olid at length is borne to tlio ship. 

Not thus unhappy' did she leave her country and tlie 
Hesperian hai*bours, when tlie aims of ruthless Crosar were 
pi*essing. The faithful companion of Magnus now goes alone, 
the chieftain left behmd, and from Pompey does she fly. 

The next night tliat came to her traj without sleep. Then

Pompey's route being dea% because he was not obliged to cross 
the rirer, he adraneed rapidly and by forced marches, against Antony, and 
being informed of his arpraach, chose a conrenient situation, where he posted 
his Mfces ; and kept his men close within camp and forbade fires to be 
kindled, that his arriral might be the more secret An aocoant of this was 
iansediatcly carried to Antony hjf the Greeka. He dispatched messengers 
to Caesar and confined himself m his camp^ for one day. The next day 
Csesar came no with him. On learning his arriral, Pompey, to prerent hia 
being hemmed in between two armies, ouitted has position, and mored with 
all lus ftfices to Asparagium, in tha temtory of Dyrrhachioaiy and there en- 
camped in a conrenient situation."

Then drawing a fortification from one fort to the other, as the nature of 
each position allowed, he began lo draw a line of dreummllation around 
Penpey ; and with these riews^ at he had hut a small quantity of com, 
and Fompey was strong in cavalry, that he might furnish his army witK 
com and other necessaries firom idl sidea with Um danger; secondly, to 
pferent Penpey from foraging, and thereby render his horse ineffectual in 
the operations of the war; and thirdly, to lessen his reputation, on which 
he saw he depended greatly among foreign nations, when the report should 
have spread throwhout the werl^ that ha was blockaded by Cesar and 
dared not haard a battla."

extent of country at poetible with hit troopt, and divide Gmsar's forces as much 
at pottible ; and to it happened ; for having raised twenty-four forts, and taken 
in a compass of fifteen miles, he got forage in this space, and within this circuit 
thero were eeveral fields lately sewn, in which the cattle might feed iu the 
■Mantiose. And at our men, who had eonpleted their works by drawing line* 
of eommnnicatien from one fort to another, were afraid tlmt Pompey e men 
would sally out from some part and attack us on the rear; so the enemy were 
making a coBtinued fortification in a eireait withia ours, to preveat us from 
bccakiag in en any tide, or turrounding them in the nar.

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distressed by pent-up air or stagnant voter; but be endures 
cmel famine, as though surrounded in strict siege, llio 
blades not as yet rising to a crop, the vrotched inultitiido 
bo sees fulling down* to tlio food of cattle, and giiawiu]:; 
tlie sbmbs, and siK>iling tlic grove of its leaves, and 
teai'ing from unknown roots* doubtful herbs tliat tlwcoten 
death. Wliatever they are able to soften witli flames, wliat- 
cver to pull asunder by biting, and wliatever to put into 
tlieir stomachs tlirougli tlieir cliofed tluxmts, that then devour^ 
and tlie soldiers tearing asunder many a tiling before this 
unknown to human tables, still besiege a wcll-f<Kl foe. 

When first, tlie barriers burst, it pleased Pompey to escape, 
and to open to himself all lands, he did not choose for 
himself tlie obscure hours of steoltliy niglit, and he disdoincil 
a march stolen by tliefl, tlie arms of his fotlier-iu-law delay- 
ing ; with ruin brought upon him he sought to come forth, 
oiul, the trenches attacked, to break down the towcra, and 
amid all his swonls, and where by slaughter a way must bo 
made. However, a port of the cntrenclimcnt close at hiuid 
seems fit, which they call Uie tower of Minutius\ and a 
shmbbeiy rough with trees tliick set conceals. Hitlier, be-

That victory might not be owing anything to the sword, 
fear had stricken tlie astounded foe. Wliat valour alono 
oould cflcet, slain tlicy lav, on tlie spot where tlicy should 
be standing ; diose to endure tlio wounds were now want- 
ing, and the cloud tliat bore darU so many was of no avail, 
llien did tlie hm*led torches roll down pitchy fires ; tlicn did 
the shaken towers nod and threaten their fall ; tlie bulwai-k 
groaned at tlie frequent blows of the oak battered against 
it Now over tlie heights of the loily entrenchment had 
Pompey*s eagles gone forth ; now was the rale of the world 
open to hiuL That place which not witli a tliousand troops 
tether, nor witli tlie whole force of CoDsar, Fortune had 
been able to take away, a single man snatched from the 
victors and forbade to be captured ; and, himself wielding 
arms, and not yet laid prostrate, he denied tliat Magnus 
was the conqueror. 

Scfcva teas the name of the hero ; ho had sencd in tlie 
ranks of the camp before the fierce nations of the Bhone^ ; 
tliere, amid much bloodshed, promoted in the lengtliened 
nuik, he wielded the Latian vine"*; ready for all daring \ 
and one who know not in civil warfare how gix;at cri- 
minality is valour. He, 'when, the war now left behind, 
he beheld his companions seeking tlio safety of fligiit, 
aaid: —

That voice arauses fuiy as gi*cat as Hie trumpet-call, not 
at the first signal, inflames; and wondering at tlie hero, 
and eager to behold, the youtlis follow Aii/i to know whe- 
tlier valour, exceeded in numbers and in position, con give 
auifthui(f more tlian death. On the falling rampart ho takes 
his stand, and fu'st of all rolls down carcases from Uio tower 
full of them ^ and overwhelms tlie foes witli dead bodies as tliey 
come on ; the whole of tlie ruins, too, afford weapons to tho 
hero ; botli wood, and ]iea\y masses, and himself does he 
thi'eatcn to the foe^ Now witli stakes, now with a sturdy 
pole, ho thmsts down opposing breasts from tho walls, 
and wiUi Uio sword he cuts oil' tho hands tliat cling to 
the u[)pcr ports of the rampai*t; heads and bones he 
dashes to i^icces witli stones, and knocks out brains use* 

tiro hundred nnd thirty holet. In reward for this man • aemcefl, both to 
himself and tho public, Cmar presented him with a reward in Dionej, and 
declared him promoted from being eighth to first centnrion. For it ap* 
peared that the fort had been in a great neasore preferred by his exertions ; 
and he afterwards very amply rcinurded the cohorts with doable pay, com, 
clothing, nnd other military honora." It is to be regretted that the account 
of the commencement of this attack by the troope of Pompey is lost in Um 
narrotiTe of Cnsiar.

Not otherwise does tlie Pannonlan she•bear^ more in* 
furiate alter a wound, when the Libyan has hurled the javelin

His fury has now destroyed his features*, with the bloody

querors re-echoes to tho sky ; a wound beheld on Coesar 
would not have caused greater joyousness to tlie men by 
reason of a little blood. He, concealing the pangs deeply 
seated in his mind, witli a mild air, and, fuiy from his 
features entirely removed, says : — 

"Siiore fit^, fellow-eiUzcns ; for hence avcit tlie war. 
Wounds now will not contribute to my deatli ; that i*equu^es 
not weapons Uinist in, but raUter torn away from my 
breast Lift me up, and alive remove mo to the camp of 
Haguus ; tliis do for your own general ; let SocDva bo 
lather an instance of Ctcsor deserted ^ tlian of a glorious 
death.** 

The unhappy AuUis believed theso deceitful words, nnd 
did not see him holding his sword with the point upright ; 
and, about to bear away both tlie body of tlio prisoner 
and his arms, he received his Hglitning blade in the middle 
of his tliroat. His valour waxcKl hot, and by one slaughter 
refrcshcil, ho said : — 

aaenUYit habenA." Tb« apeart of the ancientt, both thote nied in war and 
ia tb« chate, often tuid a tliong of leather tied to the middle of the tliaft, 
which was called mymikn by the Greeka, and by the Romant " an>cntum,'' 
aad waa of asu«taiice in throwing the tpear. It it not known how the 
"aaMnUna" added either to the torce or the corrrctnett of the aim in tho 
•M of tho tpcor ; hot it haa been nifrgeetcd that it waa through imparting 
velntion to it, and perhape thereby giriag it ateadinesa in ita coarie.

He re* 
moved from Magnus tlio shame and the disgrace of tlie war, 
tliat whole troops, Scrovo, liad fled from tlieo ; who, the war- 
fara withdraiii'n, dost sink; for while blood was bemg shed, 
tlie combat gave thee strengtli. Tiio tlirong of his comrades 
miso him as he falls, and are delighted to bear him exliausted 
on Uieir shoulders ; and tliey adore as it were a Divinity en- 
closed m his pierced breast, and a living instance of trans- 
cendent valour; and tlioy adoni the Gods *■ and Mars witlt his 
naked breast, Scceva, with tliy weapons : happy in the glories 
' of this fame *, if the haixly Iberian, or if tlio Cantabrian witli 
his small'*, or tlie Teutoiiioii witli his long weapons ^ had 
turned his back on thee. Thou canst not adorn with tlio 
8i>oil8 of wai*fiux3 tlio Temples of tlie Tliunderer, tliou caiut

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not shout aloud in the jojoos trimnph*. Wretched man, 
wiUi valour how great didst thou obtain a tyrant ! 

Nor yet, repulsed from this part of the camp ', did Magnus 
rest, the war being deferred, within the entrenchments, any 
more Uian the sea is wearied, when, the east winds arousing 
themselves, tlie billows dash asainst the rock that breaks 
them, or tlie wave eats away tne side of the lofty moun- 
tain, and prepares a late ruin for itself. On the one side, 
attacking the fortresses adjacent to the placid deep with 
the onset of a twofold waifare* he seizes them ; and he 
scatters his arms far and wide, and exp^nnds his tents upon 
the open plain ; and the liberty of changing their ground 
delimits them. 

l^ns does the Padus, swelling with full mouth, run over 
its shores protected with embankments, and confound 
whole fields ; if anywhere the land gives way and yields, 
not resisting the raging volume of water^ then with all its 
stream it passes on, and with its flood opens fields to itself 
unknown, llicse owners tlio land forsakes ; on these hus- 
bandmen are additional fields bestowed, tlie Padus bestow- 
uig tlie gift 

Hardly ^-as Cicsar awnro of tlie combat, of which a 
fire elevated from a look-out gave notice. The dust 
now laid, he found the walls beaten down ; and when ho

2nercd by tho thickening dust' already before the battle, and 
larracd beneath a cloud of blinded fear, meet the enemy 
as Uiey fly, and by their alarm rush on to destruction itself. 
Then might all the blood have been shed * for the cinl vrar- 
lore, even to die procuring of peace ; tlie chieftain himself 
restrained Uie raging sworas. . 
Happy and &iO, Homo, under thy laws, mightst thou 

.^ oiled away from their work, to rapport hit troops ; and at the Mine timo 

kia cavalry was adTancing towards oars, and an army in order of battle waa 
teen at a dintance by oar men, who had taken p oss es sion of the camp, and 
the fiico of aflhirs was soddooly changed. For Fonpey's legion, encouraged 
by the hope of speedy support, attempted to make a stand at the Decu- 
Bua gate, and made a bold charge on our men. Cocsar*s cnTalrr, who had 
monnted the rampart by a narrow breach, being apprehensiTo of their retreat, 
was the first to flee. The right wing, which had been separated from the 
left, observing tho terror of the cavalry, to prevent their being overpowered 
in tha lines, were endeavoaring to retreat by the same way as they burst in ; 
and aMsl of them, lest they should he engaged in tho narrow passes, threw 
theoMolves down a rampart ten feet high into tho trenches ; and the first 
being trodden to death, the rest nrocured their safety and escsped over their 
bodiesb The soldiers of tho left wing, perceiving from the rampart that 
Pompcy was advancing, and their own friends flying, being afmid that thev 
should be enclosed between tho two ramparts, as they had an enemy both 
within and without, strove to secnre their retreat tho same way they came.**

I^m Libya would not have bewailed tlie slanghtc 
of UUca, and Spain of Munda, nor would tlie Nile, pollute 
with shameful blood', have borne along a carcase more nobl 
than the Pharian king ; nor would the naked Juba' lui\ 
pressed tlie Marmaric sands, and Scipio appeased tli 
ghosts'* of tlie Cartliaginians by pouring fortli his blood 
nor would lifo^ have been deprived of die hallowed CaU 
Hiii might, Home, havo been the lost day of woe to tliee 
Pharsalia might have been wrested from the midst of tb 
Fates.

The mountain rock of Ossa* bounds Tlicssaly, on tlie 
side on which Titan in tlie hours of winter brings in tlie 
day. AVhen the summer witli its higher rising brings 
Phcebus to tlio zenith of tlie sky, I'elion opposes his 
shadow to the rising ra}'s'. But tlio midd^ fires of heaven 
and tho sobUtial head of tlio raging Lion tlio woody 
Otluys averts. Pindus receives tlio opposing Zephyrs and 
Iapyx\ and, evening hastening on, cuts sliort the ligiit

He had gained a knowledge oP the secrets of the ruthless 
magicians detested by the Gods above, and the altars sad 
witli dreadful sacrifices, and the aid of the shades below 
and of Pluto ; and to him, wretdied man, it seemed dem 
tliat the Gods of heaven knew too little \ 

The vain and direful frenzy the veiy locality promotes, 
and, adjoining to the camp, the cities of the Hiomonian 
women, whom no power over any prodigy that has been 
invented can surpass, whoso art is each thing that is not 
believed. Moreover, the Thessalian land produces on its 
ci*ag8 both noxious herbs, and rocks tliat are sensible to the 
magicians as tliey chaunt their deadly secrets. There sjpring 
up many things destined to offer violence to the Deities * ;

after enchantments and herbs, and what this fear of disre- 
minling them? Of what compact do the bonds keep the 
JL>eities tkua bound ? Is it obligatory, or does U please them 
to obey ? For an unknown piety only do the wUcfies deserve 
tkU, or by secret threats do they prevail? Have tliey this 
power against all the Gotls of heaven, or do these imperious 
charms swav but a certain Deity^ who, whatever he himself 
is compelled, can compel tlie world, todof There, too, for 
the first time were the stars brought down from the head- 
long sky ; and serene Phcnbe, beset by the du*e influences 
of meir words, grow polo and burned \nth dusky and earthy 
fires, not otlierwise tlian if the earth hindered her from the 
reflection of her brother, and interposed its shade between 
tho celestial fiames ; and, arrested by spalls, she endures

die readies tnm the tomb ; corpses ftj finom death. The 
«> smoking ashes of the young and the burning bones she 
siatches from the midst of the piles, and the very torch 
ivhich the parents have held'; the fragments, too, of the 
fimereal bier* that fly about in the black smoke, and the 
flowing robes does she collect amid the ashes, and the em- 
bers that smell of the limbs. 

But when coipses are kept within stone', from which the 
moisture within is taken awav, and, the corruption with- 
drawn, tlie marrow has grown hard; then docs she greedily 
rsYcn upon all the limbs, and buiy her hands in the eyes, 
and delight to scoop out the dned-up balls \ and gnaw 
the pallia niuls* of the shrunken hana ; with her mouth 
she tears asunder the halter * and the murderous knots ; the 
bodies as they hang she gnaws, and scrapes the crosses^ ; 
the entrails, too, smitten by the showers she rends asunder, 
and the parched man'ow, the sun*s heat admitted titento.

When the rumours of the spot brought her to tlie notic 
of Pompey '\ amid the deptlis of tlie night of the sky, at th 
time when Titan is bringing the midday beneath our eaitl 
along the deserted fields he takes his way. The faithful an 
wonted attendants upon his crimes, wandeiing amid th 
ruined tombs and graves, beheld tier afar, sitting upon a loA 
crag, whcro Hromus, sloping down, extends the Phorsalia 
ridges. She was conning over spells uiknown to the mi 
gicians and the Gods of magic, and was tiyhig cliarms fc 
imwonted purposes. For, fearing lest the shifting warfax

mi^ty. This u her pm*suit, and her sole study, what she 

is to tear away from the corpse of Magnus when exposed, 

what limbs of Csesar she is to brood over.

This power do thou withdraw from events, tliat 

tliey may not iiish on sudden and unseen ; either extort it 

from the Deities, or do thou spare the Gods, and force 

the truth from the shades below. Unlock the Elysian

to thee whom of us it is that she demands. Not mean is 

the task ; it u worthy for even thee to have a care to seek 

which way inclines the hazard of destinies so mighty."

She added a charm as well, by which she gave tlie ghost

There 
is no leisure to have apprehensions for one*8 self; for the 
City and for Magnus is the alarm.

Then is eveiy 
javelin pointed against the rock ; with better strings they 
tighten the bows; it is a care to fill the quivers with chosen 
arrows '.

Then he repressed his fears, 
and, borne on a stately steed along all the ranks, he said : — 

** The day which your valour demands, the end of the 
civil warfare which you have looked for, is at hand. Show 
forth all your miglit; the last work of the sword is at hand, 
and one hour drags on nations to their fate. Whoever looks 
for his country and his dear household Gods ; who lookifor 
Aif ofispring, and conjugal endearments, and his deserted 
pledges of affection, let him seek them with the sword; 
eveiything has the Deity set at stake in the midst of the 
plain. Our cause the better one bids us hope for the Gods 
of heaven as favouring; tliey themselves will direct the 
darts throu^ the vitals of Gfcsar; they themselves 'will be 
desirous widi this blood to ratify the Roman laws. If they 
had been ready to grant to my father-in-law kingly sway and 
tlie world, they were able, by fatahty, to huny on my old age. 
It is not the part of the Gods, angered at nations and me 
City, to preserve Pompey as their leader.

With headlong eourse the furious troops of Gccsar aro 
impelled against tlie dense masses, and, through arms, 
through tlie foe do they seek a passage. Whcro the twisted 
coot of mail'' presents its links, and the breast, beneath 
a safe covering, lies concealed, even here do they i*each 
the entrails, and amid so many arms it is the vitals 
which each one pierces. Civil war does the one army 
suffer, the other wage ; on the one hand the sword stands 
chilled, on Ciesar s side eveiy guil^ weapon waxes hot 
Nor is Fortune long, overthrowing the weight of des- 
tinies so vast, in sweeping away we mighty ruins, fate 
rushing on. 

When first the cavalry of Pompey' extended his wings 
over the whole plain, and poui'ed tlicm fortli along tlic ex- 
tremities of the battle, the light-armed soldiers, scattered 
along the exterior of the maniples, followed, and sent forth 
their rutlilcss bands against Uie foe. There, each nation 
is mingling in tlie combat with weapons its own ; Roman 
blood IS sought by all. On the one side arrows, on the 
other torches and stones are flyinc;, and plummets, melting 
in the tract of air and tiquefied with their heated masses ^

as the cfaaiger, his breast pierced with the weapon, trod 
upon the limbs of th4 rider hnrlod upon his l^Jead, each 
honeman fled from tha field, and, crowded together, turning 
bridle, the youths iiudied on upon their own ranluk Then 
did the carnage lose all bounds, and it was no battle' that 
ensued, but on the one hand with th^ir throats \ on the other 
with the sword, the war was waged ;' nor was the one army 
able to lay low as many as were able to perish on the other 
aide. 

Would that, Fharsalia, for thy plains that blood which 
barbarian breasts pour foilh would suffice : that the streams 
might bo changed by no other gore; that this throng might 
for thee cover whole fields with bones; or if thou dost prefer 
to be glutted with Iloman blood, spare the others, I en« 
treat ; let tho Galatians and Syrians live, the Gappadocians 
and the Gauls, and tlio Iberians from the extremity of the 
world, tlie Aimenians and the Gilicians ; for after the civil 
wars these will form the Iloman people. Once commenced, 
the panic reaches all, and to the Fates is an impulse given 
in favour of Go^sar. 

lliey had iioii^ come to the strength of Magnus and tho 
mid ranks. The war, which, in its wandering course, had 
strayed over whole fields, here i>aused, and the fortune of 
GiBsar delayed. On this spot no youths collected by the 
aid of kings are waging the war, and no alien hands' wield 
the sword ; this .spot contains their brothers, this spot their 
lUthers.

He forbids 
their hands to be directed against the common people, and 
points out the Senators'. He knows well which is Uie blood 
of the state, which are the vitals of the republic ; in which 
direction he is to speed on to Home*, in which spot stands 
to bo smitten the final liberty of the world. Mingled with 
the second rank % the nobles and the venerated bodies are 
pressed upon by the sword ; Lepidi they slay, Metelli, too, 
they slay, Corvini as well, and those with the names of Tor- 
quatus^, often the rulers of kings, and the chiefs of men, 
thee, Magnus, excepted. 

There, concealing thy features* in a plebeian helmet, and 
unknown to the foe, what a weapon, Brutus ^ thou didst 
wield! honor to tlie state, final hope of tlie Senate, 
last name of a race for ages so renowned, rush not too 
rashly through the midst of the foe, and hasten not for

Thessoly of thy own K Nothing tliero dost thon avail b 
aiming at Giosar's throat ; not jet has he arrived at th 
summit of power, and having surpassed that human devi 
tion, by which all things are swayed, has b;^ the Fates bee 
made deserving of so noble a death. Let him live, and thi 
he may (all the victim of Brutus, let him reign. 

Here perished all the glory of thy native land; in laif 
heaps patrician corpses lay on the plain', the vulgar nc 
intermingled. Still, however, amid the slaughter of illustriou 
men the death of the valiant Domitius ' was distinguishec 
whom the Destinies led through evcty reverse^. Never di 
the fortunes of Magnus fail without him; conquered b 
Gcesar so oflt, his liberty saved, he dies. Then joyously dii 
he fall amid a thousand wounds, and he rejoiced to have beei 
spared a second pardon \ Ca)sar beheld him rolling hi 
limbs amid the clotted blood, and, upbraiding him, ea 
daimtd, *' Now, my successor, Domitius", thou dost abandoi 
the aims of Magnus; without thee now is the wariar 
waged.**

breast sufficed him for a voice, and he thut opened his dying

I direful reward of thy crimes, but doubtful of thv fate, and 

' less midity than tliy son-in-law, I ffo to the shades free 

and void of care, Magnus being my leader : for thee to bd 
subdued in the ruthless warfare, and to be about to pay a 
heavy penalty to Pompey and to us, while I die, it is allowed 
me to hope. Life fled from him having said no more, and 
dense shades pressed upon his eyes. 

I scruple to expend teai*s at the downfall of the world 
upon deaths innumerable, and, tracing them out, to enquire 
mto individual fates ; through whose vitals the deadly wound 
made its way ; who it was uiat trod upon entraib scattered 
on the ground; who, the hostile sword being thrust into his 
\ laws, dying, breathed forth his soul ; who fell down at the 

dIow ; who, while his hmbs dropped down, lopped off, stood 
upright; who received the darts right through the breast, or 
whom the lance pmned to the plain ; whose blood, the veins 
being severed, guslicd tlirou^i tlie air, and fell upon the 
arms of his foe ; who pici*ccd tlie breast of his brother, and 
that he might be able to spoil the well-known carcase, tlirew 
afar the head cut off; who mangled the features of a pai'ent» 
\ and by his extreme fury would prove to lookers-on that he 

whom he stabbed was not his father. 

No death is deserving of a lament its own, and no indi- 
Tiduals have we the leisure to mourn. Phanalia had not 
those features of combat which other slaughters had ' ; there 
did Rome perish by the fates of individuals, here by mul- 
titudes; that which was there the death of a soldier, was 
' here UuU of a nation ; there flowed Achaean blood. Pontic 

and As^rrian ; the gore of idl did the Koman torrent forbid 
to remam and stagnate upon the plain. Greater wounds do 
nations receive from this battle-field than their own times 
can endure; that which perishes is more than life and 
safety; to aU ages of the world are we laid prostrate ; by

jscncd to bo bora to thruldoni? Did ivo wield 
renr? Or did wo cover up our tliroats? Tbo

No sighing, no 
weeping, is there, and his grief is deserving of respect, its 
dignity preserved, such as, Magnus, it becomes thee to show 
for the woes of Home. IVith coimtenance not changed 
thou dost look upon Emathia ; neither shall the successes 
of war behold thee proud, nor iu losses see thee dejected ; and 
as much as faithless Fortune has proved below tliee when 
exulting in three triumphs, so much has she when unfor- 
tunate. Now, the weight of fate laid aside, free (rom care 
thou dost depart; now thou hast leisure to look back upon 
joyous times ; hopes never to be fulfilled have gone ; what 
thou wast thou now hast the opportunity to know.

Free from care, with no sap- 
pliant features behold potentates; behold cities won liy tkee^ 
and kingdoms bestowed, .^Sgypt and Lib}*a, and select a re- 
gion for thy death. 

Larissa, as tlie fii'St witness^ of thy downfall, beliolds thy 
head, noble and unconquered by the Fates. With all her 
citizens' does she pour foith her entire sti^ength throug^i 

anitted the plnce, and under the conduct of their centnrioM tad triliuiet 
fled, without flopping, to the high mountains whkh joinod the caap." 1m 
c 08 ve learn that theae capitulated to CsBiar.

The charger bears Pompey away from tliere ; sighs and 
tears follow him; and many a rebuke of the multitude 
against the relentless Gods. Now, Magnus, to thee is 
granted real ei^erience of the love wliich thou didst seek, 
and its reward. While prosperous one knows not that h€ 
is beloved ^ 

Ciesar, when he beheld that the fields had sufficiently 
ovo^owed with Hcspcinan blood, now thinking that he 
ought to spare the swords and the hands of his men, lefl the 
troops to live as though worthless lives, and about to perish 
for no purpose. But, that the camp may not invite them 
back when routed, and rest by night dispel their fears, forth* 
with ho resolves to attack the entrenchments of the enemy, 
while Fortune waxes hot, while terror effects eveiything, 
not fearing lest this command may prove harsh to $oldien 
wearied and overpowered with the battle. Through no great 
exhortation are the soldiers to be led to the plunder : — 

" Men, we have an abundant victory,** sa^ he ; " for our 
blood tlie reward is now remaining ^ which it is my office to 
point out ; for I will not call it l^towing that whidi cadi 
one will give unto himself. Behold, the camp, filled with 
all kinds of metal, is open ; here lies Uie gold torn from the 
Hesperian nations, and the tents are covering the treasures

tli^ revolve the Thessalion combat in their breasts. The 
ruthless bloodshed stands before them all in their sleep, 
and in all their thoughts they brandish arms, and, the hilt 
away, their hands are. in motion. You would suppose that 
tlie plains were groaning, and that the guilty eortli had ex- 
haled spirits, and that the wh^le air was teeming with 
ghosts, and the night above with Stygian horrors. Of them, 
wretched men, does victoiy .demand a sad retribution, and 
sleep presents hissings and flames ' ; the shade of the slaugh- 
tered fellow-citizen is there ; his own image of terror weighs 
heavy upon each. This one sees the features of aged men, 
that one the figui^s of youths ; another one do the carcases 
^ of brothers amright throughout all his slumbers; in this 
' ^ ' breast is a father ; with Gicsar are the ghosts of all *. 

No otherwise, not purified as yet at the Scythian altar', 
did Orestes, descendant of Pelops, behold the features of 
the Eumenides ; nor, when Pentneus raved, or when Agave 
had ceased to rave **, were tliey more sensible of astounding 
tumults in their minds. Him do all the swords, which 
either Fharsalia has belidd or the day of vengeance is des- 
tined to behold, the Senate unsheathing them, upon that 
night oppress ; him do the monsters of hell scourge. Alas ! 
how vast a punishment does his conscience-stricken mind

Moi*e 
do I wish that I had laid down tliU Ufe for the fortune of 
arms ; now at last, Magnus, expiate thy ovierthrow. Wheraver 
ruthless Julia, thon aost lie, having by civil strife tiUcen 
vengeance upon my nuptiab, do thou come hither and 
exact the penalty, and appeased, thy rival slain', sparo thy 
Magnus.** Thus having said, and again sinking mto the 
1>o8om of her husband, she melts the eyes of all to teai*s. 
The heart of stem Magnus relents, and eyes that wero dry 
in Th€»saly does Lesbos fill 

Then does the multitude of Mitylene ' upon the thronged 
shore thuB address Magnus : — 

** If it shall always prove to us the greatest glory to have 
preserved the pncious pledge of a husband so mighty, do 
thou, as well, we entreat, deign to grace for even one night 
the walls devoted to thee by a sacrea treaty, and our house- 
hold Gods thy allies ; make tJik^ Magnus, a place which all 
ages shall rovisit, which the Roman stranger on coming shall 
venerate. By thee vanquished, no walls ought in preferonce 
to be entered. All p2ac«f aro able to hope for the £Bivour of 
the conqueror; this has already committed a crime. And

Glad in his adveru^ at such affection in fAsM men, and 
nijoiciDg for the soke of the world that fidelity lUU exists,

"That there is no land* in all the woild more dear to mo, 
I havo shown to 70U hj no slight pledge By thia hostage 
did Lesbos retun my imection ; here was my hallowed homo 
and my dear household Gods, here was Some tome. To no 
shwes in mr flight have I before ttus turned my ahip, as 
I knew that Lesbos had already earned the wndh of Cssar, 
my wife being sheltered thtn, not having feared to entrust 
to you so great a ground for pardon ', But now, sofficieat 
is it to have rendered you guil^; over the whole worlil 
my desUnies must be pureuod by me. Alas I too happy 
Lesbos, with everlasting fame, whether thou dost tenon 
nations and kings to receive Magnus, 01 whether thou alone 
dost show fidelity to me. For I am resolved to seek in 
what lands there is righteousness, and where is guilt. Ito- 
cetve, O Deity, if still thou art in any degree favountble to 
.me, the extreme of my prayers : grant xu nations like to 
Lesbos who will not forbid me, subdued in war, Ciesar mj 
foe, to enter their harbours, nor yet to leave them." 

He spoke, and he placed his sorrowing partner on board 
the ship. You would have supposed that all were chaoginfr

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their land and their paternal soil ; in such a manner did 
they lament throu^out all the shoi'e, and reproaching right 
hands were extended to the skies ; and less for Pompey, whose 
fortunes had aroused their grief, hut rather for her, whom, 
throughout the whole period of the war, they had looked on 
as their own fellow-citizen, did the people lament on he- 
holding her depart ; whom hardly, if she nad heen repuring 
to the camp of a victorious hushand, could the matrons 
have now supposed to depart with dry eyes ; with so great 
love had her virtue attached to her some, some her inte- 
crity and the modesty of her chaste features, inasmuch as, 
humhle in the extreme, a sojourner, cause of offence to not 
one of the multitude, she lived, her fortunes still erect, just 
as thou^^ her hushand had heen conquered. 

Now Titan, sinking to his mid fires ^ in the sea, was 
not entire to those fiK>m whom he conceals, nor to those to 
whom, if any, he discloses his orh ; the watchful anxieties in 
Pompey *s breast now revert to the allied cities of the Roman 
eonfederacy and the vaiying dispositions of kings, now 
to the remote regions of the world beyond oppressive suns 
extending, and me south. Full oil the siul struggle of 
cares and a distrust in the future cast aside the weaiying 
fluctuations of his undecided breast, and he consults the 
pilot of the ship about all the stars ' ; in which quarter he 
marks the land ^; what is his method of dividing Uie sea by 
the heavens ; by means of what Constellation he mokes for 
Syria, or which fire in the Wain * rightly points to Libya. To

The King does not hesitate to obey him commanding 
an mUUrprm so difficult; and, tlie insignia of the palace 
laid aside\ he goes forth, dad in the assumed garb of a 
menial. In doubtful enterpmes it is safe for the monarch 
to counterfeit the needy man. How much more securely, 
then, does the man who is truly poor pass his life than tlie 
rulers of the worid ! The king having been dismissed upon

Safe, in his little bark he flies along the shores of tlie Cili- 
cians. A great part of the Senate, collected, overtakes the 
flying chieAain; and at little Celend^£^ at which poi*t Se- 
linus botli sends forth and receives its ships, in an assembly 
of tlie nobles^ at length does Magnus open his sorrowing 
lips, in these words : — 

. ** Companions in the war and in my flight, and dear as 
my native land, although on a naked sliore, in the region 
of tlie Gilicians, and surrounded by no arms, I take counsel, 
*and consider of a commencement for a new career, stiU, do 
you bring courageous spirits. Not utterly have I fallen on 
the flelds of Emathia, nor so far are my destinies depressed 
that I am not able to raise my head again, and shake off 
ithe reverse I have sustained. Were the ruins of Libya able 

wbo nfettcd the coasts of Asia If mor, it was destroyed by P. Senrilios Isaa- 
rkas. It was rebuilt, but never reoovefod its fomer importance, or, perhaps, 
inagnitude ; and this is probably tht reason which proomts the Poet to 
•tjio it " panra," 'Mittle.* It is not inprobable that th* inhabitanU were 
Ivbidden bj the Romans to surround it with walls. It is said bj some that 
the light Tessels, called ** phaseli," were ftrtt built hersw According to Plu- 
tarch, Attalia was the first phMs in Asia Minor at which Pompej touched. 
The Poet, perhaps, means in L 268, that the inhabitanU of this place had all 
deserted it for the standards of Pompej.

Everything may you do in cruelty witli no impunity, 
except when you dare to do it Let him who wishes to be 
virtuous remove from a court Goodness . and supreme 
power do not agree togcUicr ; he will be always afinid whom 
cruelty shall shame.

no land received, he appeals to our lond, which not as yet 

he has betrayed. 

**A more just cause of complaint, Ptolemy, lias been 
given to us against Magnus. Why dost thou stain' with 
the crimes of war Pharos distant and ever at repose, and 
uhy moke our lands suspected by the conqueror? Why 
has this region alone pleased thoi, on thy fall, upon which to 
bring the ifortunes of Pharsolia and thy own punishment ? 
Already do we incur a blame \ to bo wiped away witli the 
sword, in that on us, at thy persuasion, the Senate conferred 
the sceptre. B^ our wishes we have encouraged thy arms. 
This sword, which the Fates bid us unsheathe, I have pro- 
vided, not for thee, but for tlie conquered one. Magnus, thy 
vitals I will pierce ; thoMe of thy father-in-law I could have 
prcicrred. Whither ovei^'tliing is being borne \ wo ore 
flurried on. 

" Dost tliou have a doubt whether it is necessaiy for me 
to destroy thee while yet 1 may ? Wliat confidence in our 
kingdom brings thee hitlier, unhappy man? Dost tliou 
not behold our people unarmed, and, tlic Nile I'eceding, 
hardly able to dig the softened fields*? It is right to take 
measure of one*s kingdom, and to confess one*s strength.

All assent to tlie villany. The boy Idng rejoices at the 
unusual honor, that now his servants allow matters of such 
importance to be entrusted to him. For the crime Achillas is 
chosen. Where the perfidious land^ projects in the Casian 
sands, and the Egyptian shallows attest the acyoining 
Syrtes, he provides a little bark, with companions for the 
monstrous crime ^ and with swords. O Gods of heaven t 
have Nile and barbarian Memphis and the multitude so 
effeminate of Pelusian Ganopus' such a disposition as this? 
Does civil strife thus depress the world? Do the Boman 
fortunes thus lie prostrate ? Is there any room left for Egypt 
in these disastera, and is the Pharian sword introduced? 
At least, ye civil wars, preserve this fidelity ; a£ford kindred 
hands \ and drive afiur misdeeds committed by foreign hands, 
if, with a name so illustrious Magnus has deserved to be 
the ground/or Ciesar*s crimes.

Cor- 
neUa was gomg straightway into the enemy's ship, tlirough 
tliis more impatient at being absent from her departing 
husband because she apprehended calamity. " Stay behind, 
daring wife,** said he, *' and tliou, son, I pray, and afar from 
the slioro await my fi&te ; and upon this neck moke tiial of 
the fidelity of tlie tyrant** 

But towards him, ilni9 harshly refusing, frantic Cornelia 
extended her two lumds'. "Whither, cruel one,** $lie $aid,

Now had arrived the period of his closing hour, and homo 
oflf in the Pharian hoat he had now lost the disposal of him- 
self. Tlien did the royal miscreants prepare to misheatlie 
their swords'. When he heheld tlieir wea|>ons closing upon 
him, he covered up his features, and, disdaining to expose 
to Foilune his hared head, tlien did he close his eyes, and 
hold liis hi*eath, that he might he ahle to utter no words 
and siK>il his eternal fame by lamentations. But after the 
munleivus Achillas had pierced his side with his pomtcd 
weajion, with not a groan he submitted to the stroke '*, and 
despised the villany, and kept his body unmoved^ and 
provoil himself when dying to be Pompey, and revolved tliesc 
tilings in his breast : — 

** Ages, never to be silent, wait upon tlie woes of Borne, 
and genemtions to follow look from tlie whole earth upon 
this bark and die Phainan faitli. Now tliink upon thy fume. 
The prosiKjring fortunes of a lengtliened life have flowed 
on for thee. Nations know not, if at thy deatli tliou dost not 
prove it, wlictlier thou dost know how to endiux) advei*sity. 
Give way to no bhamc, nor gi'ieve at Uic autlior of thy fate. 
Bv wliatever one tliou lut smitten, tliink it tlio hand of 
tliy father-ill-law. Thougli tliey sliould rend and tear me, 
still, O Goils of heaven, I am happy, and no God has tlie 
power to deprive me of tliat The prosperity of my life is 
changed : tlirough deatli a |)crson does not become \^Tetched.

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Thuii having said, and haviog fallen into the arms of 
her friends, she was carried off, tlie alarmed ship hastening 
awAjr. 

But when the bock and the breast of Magnus resounded 
with the sword, those who beheld the lacerated head con- 
fess that the majestic gracefulness of his hallowed form still 
remiunei, and that his features were ongered at the Gods, 
and thai the last moments of death changed nothing of the 
mien and features of the hero. But ruthless Septimius 
in this act of villany invents a villany still greater; and, 
the covering cut asunder*, he uncovers the sacred features 
of the half<lead Magnus, and lays hold of the breathing 
head, and places the languid neck crosswise upon a bench. 
Then he cuts the nerves and veins, and is long in breaking 
the knotty bones; not as yet was it an art^ to whip off a 
head with the swonL 

Bat after the neck, divided, shrunk back from the trunk, 
the lliarian courtier^ claimed to cany this in his right hand. 
Roman soldier, degenerate ond playmg a second part^, dost 
thou with the ruthless sword cut off the sacred head of 
Pompey, not to bear it away thyself? O fate, treated with 
extreme indignity ! Tliat Uie impious boy may recognize 
^lagnus, that flowing hair reverea by kings, and the long 
locks graceful with his noble forehead are seized by the 
hand, and while the features are olive, and the sobs of the 
breath are moving the mouth to murmurs, and while the 
imdosed eyes are stiffening, the head is fixed on a Phorian 
ipear\ which when ordering war never was there peace ; this

calamities in one day, from which ahe granted liim yeora 
so nuiny of freedom ; and FOmpey was one who never saw 
joTS mingled wiUi sorrows ; happy in no one of tlie Gods 
molesUng him, and wretched in no one spainng him. 
Once for all with delaying hand did Fortune hurl him down. 
He is beaten to and fro on the sands, he is mangled on the 
rocks, the waves received into his wounds, the sport of the 
ocean ; and, no figure remaining, tlie only mark of Magnus 
is tlie loss of the head torn off. 

Still, before tlie conqueror touched upon tlie Phorion 
sands. Fortune suddenly provided for Pompey a tomb, lest 
he might lie in none, or lest in a better sepmchre. From 
his hiding-place Coixlus, trembling*, runs down to tlie sea- 
shore. The seeker had been the unhappy attendant' of 
Magnus from the Idnlian shores' of Cyprus, the abode of 
Ciiiyras. Ho amid the shades daring to move his steps, 
repressed liis fear, overcome by affection, that he might 
bring the body, sought in the midst of tlie waves, to land, 
and dmw Magnus to the shore. But little light docs sor- 
rowing Cynthia afford amid the thickening clouds ; but tlie 
tnmk, of different colour from tlie hoaiy sea, is perceived. 
He seizes tlie chieftain in his strict embrace, as tlie sea 
drags him a^vay; now overpowered by a buixlcn so vast 
he awaits tlie waves, and, tlie sea aiding him, moves on tlie

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eorpse. After he has now leated • hunsclf upon the dry 
shore, he leans over Magnus, and pours forth his tears into 
oveiy woimd, and to the Gods of heateu and the darkened 
stars he says : — 

•• rp j^y Pompey, Fortune, asks not a sepulchre precious 
witli heapcd-up frankincense'; not tliat the unctuoiui 
smoke may bear eastern odours from his limbs unto tho 
stars ; tliat duteous necks of llomans may bear^ their jm- 
rent, tliat the funereal procession should carry bcforo it 
his ancient triumphs, that with the song of sorrow the 
market-places may re-echo'; that the whole army, grieving, 
may go round the flames with arms reversed^. Grant to 
Magnus the lowly coilin* of the plebeian funeral, which 
may lower his torn corpse into the diy flames*. Let not

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wood bo wanting for him ill-fiited, nor yet a homble burner. 
Be it enough, O Gods of heaven, that Cornelia does not lie 
prostrate, with flowing locks, and, embracing her husband, 
command the torch to be applied, but, unhappy wife, is 
absent from the last rites of tne tomb, and still is not far 
distant from the shore.** 

Thus having said, afar the youth beholds a little fire, 
witli no watcher, burning a body \ unregarded by its friends. 
Hience he bears off the flames, and taking the half-burnt 
wood from beneath the limbs, he says: *' Whoever thou art, 
neglected ghost, and dear to no fnend of thine, but more 
happy tlian Pompey, grant pardon that now a stranger's 
hand despoils thy constnieted pyre. If there is any sense 
left afler death, thou tliyself dost yield up thy funeral pile, 
and dost submit to this spoiling of tliy tomb, and dost feel 
ashamed for thee to bum the shades of Pompey, scattered 
abroad.** 

Thus does he speak, and witli his bosom filled with the 
burning embers he flies away to the trunk, which, almost 
carried back by the waves, is hovering on the edge of the 
shore. He moves away the surface of the sands, and, trem- 
bling, places in tlie little trendi tlie iingmeuts collected 
from afar of a vessel broken up. No oaken beams press 
upon the noble coipse, upon no built-up wood do tlie limbs 
recline ; applied, not placed beneath, the fire receives Mag- 
nus. Sitting near the flames, he said : '* O greatest chiefloin, 
and solo ^oxy of the Hesperian name, if more sad to thee 
this pile than the tossing on the deep, if more iod than 
no funereal rites, withdraw thy shade and thy mighty spirit 
from my duteouM offices. Tlie ii\ju8tice of Fate declares this 
to be right; lest a monster of the sea, lest a wild beast, 
lest tlie birds, lest the wrath of cruel Offisar should venture 
aught, accq)t, so far as thou canst, tksm flames, thu$ burnt 
by a Roman hand. 

** If Fortune should grant tns a return to Hesperia, not 
in this spot shall ashes so sacred repose ; but, ^lagnus, 
Cornelia shall receive thee, and by my hand transfer thee

Thus having said, with ^1 heaped on he aroutes the 
siiig^Hli liikines. ilognus is cousumcd, and disappears in 
tlio tire slon'ty burning, with his moisture feeding the pile. 
But now tho day hnd dimmed the stais, the horbtntjcrs 
of dnwn; he, the ceremonial of the funeral interrupted, 
alarmed, seeks his hiiling-ploce upon the shore. What pu- 
ni»>1iment, Hlinple man, dost tliou dread for tills crime, lor 
wliich loud-mouthed fame has token charge of thee for oU 
years to come! llie unuaturol fnther-in-liiw, etm, will com- 
mend the burial of tlic Iwnes of Magnus ; only go, secure of 
pardon, and dinclosing tlie sepulchre, demand the head. 

Affection comi>ds Iiim to place the finisliing stroko to 
his duteous offices. Ho takes up the hones ludf-hamt and 
not yet quito decomposed, fiill of ligaments and of monotr 
unconsumed he quenches them with sca-vater, and, col- 
lected together, encloses them in a httle spot of earth. 
Then, that the hght hrecze may not bear awi^ the ashes 
uncovered, he presses down [lie sand with a stone ; and 
that the stulor may not disturb the grave for &Btening tUe 
cable, he insci-ibes the sacred name with a half-burnt stake, 
HEKE UAGKus LIES. Fortune, it pleoscs theo to call this 
tlio tomb of Pompey, in which his fathcr^in.law would. ni> 
ther that he were intm«d ', thou depiivcd of the earth. 

Bash right hand, why dost tliou block up the tomb of 
Uoguus, and shut iu the wandering ^lost ? Wlicnnvr tlio

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extremity of the earth hangs steep over the ocean flowing 
back do<M he lie. The Roman name and all its empire is 
the limit of the tomb of Magnus. Overwhelm tlie stone re- 
plete with tlie disgrace of the Gods. If to Hercules belongs 
tlie whole of (Eta*, and tlio whole mountain ridges of Nysa 
make room for Bromius, why for Magnus in Egvpt it there 
a single stone? All the fields of La^is he might possess, 
if upon no clod his name was inscribed. Let us nations 
$iiU be ignorant, and, Magnus, through respect for thy ashes, 
let us tread upon no san& of Nile. 

But if thou dost deign to grace a stone with name so 
holy, add thy deeds so midity, and the most glorious memo- 
rials of thy exploits ; add the fierce rebellion of Lepidus', 
and the Alpine wars; the conquered arms, too, of Serto- 
rius', the Consul recalled; the triumphs, too, which, ititl a 
knight \ he enjoyed; commerce, too, rendered safe to na- 
tions, and tlie Gilicians, fearful of the sea. Add barbarism 
subdued \ and the wandering nations ^ and whatever realms 
lie beneath the eastern breeze and Boreas. Say how that 
after arms he always sought again the toga of tne citizen ; 
how that, thrice his chariot speeding on in (rtumpA, he was 
content to make present to his countnr of full many a 
triumph. What tomb can contain these thinss ? Here rises 
a wretched sepuldire, filled with no titles, wiu no recital so 
vast of his Jamais ; and after being wont to be read above^

For 
thee unbiirieil, Magnus, let nil tlie sepulclires pay tlie pe- 
nalty ; I will hurl fortli Isis from her tomb, now a Divinity 
among the nations, and over tlio ashes of Magnus shall 
sacred Apis be slain. Osiris, too\ clad in linen, I will 
scatter among tlie crowd ; and, tlic Gods placed beneatli, I 
will bum Pom}}ey» head. 'Hiis penalty shall tlie land pay 
to me; the fields I will leave dopnvcd of cultivation, and 
no one sliall tliere be for whom Nile shall increase ; niid 
tliou, my sire, shalt possess Eg}!)^ alone, tlie people and tlio 
Deities banidied." 

He said, and was hurrying the fleet into the nitliless 
waves. But Cato restrained tlio pmiseworthy resentment of 
the youtli. 

In tlio meantime, the death of Magnus being heard of, 
tlie sky resounded, smitten by lamentations ; there wus 
grief, too, wanting a parallel and known to no age, tlio people 
bewailing the death of a great man. But, still more, when, 
cxhausteil by tears, having her dishevelled locks stream- 
ing over her features, Cornelia was seen coming forth from 
tlie ship, did tlicy again lament wiUi redoubled blows*. 
As soon as she ix>ached the shores of a friendly land, she 
collected tho garments and the memorials of tlie ill-fated 
Magnus, and Uie s|>oils embossed with gold, which he had 
fomierly worn, and the embroidered robes'", vestments 
tlirice beheld * by supi-eme Jove, and she threw them into a 
fuiiei^al fire. To hci'thm son-owing these wew tlio ashes of 
Magnus. All feelings of aiTection followed her example, and

Chaste was his household, and void of luxuiy, 
and never corrapted by the (food foi*tune of its lord. A 
name illustrious and revered by nations, and one tliat has 
advantaged our City much. Long since, on Sulla and 
Uarins ueing received* into tJie CUy, real confidence in 
liberty disappeared; now, Pompcy taken away from tlie 
State, even a feigned one perishes. No longer now will 
diere be sliamo at holding kingly sway ; neither tho colour 
of authority, nor yet any fiX)nt of the Senate, will there l>e. 
hiq)py man, whom, when conquered, his last day came to 
meet, and to whom die Pharian villaiiy pi>eftentea a sword 
deserving to be sought I Perhaps under tlie sway of his 
fiUlier-in-law he might have been able to live. To know 
how to die ii the first blessmg to man, but tlio next, to be 
oompelled. To me, too, if by the Fates we fall into tlie 

Kwer of another. Fortune, grant Juba to be sucli ; I do not 
g not to be reserved f^r an enemy, so long as^ he iieserves 
me, my head cut off.** 

By these words more honor in his death accrued to tlio 
noble shade, tlian if tlie Boman Rostra had resounded with 
praises of tho chieftain. 

In the meantime, the discord of the people in the camp 
ereates murmurs, and after the death of Magnus they are 
weaiy of the war, when Tsux^hondimotus * raises tho standard

tor leaving Cato. Following him to the edge of the shore 
as he flies with his fleet hunying off, Cato censures him ii 
such words: *'0 Cilician, never reduced to peace, dost thoi 
again go to tliy rapine on the main ? Fortune has removes 
Magnus; now as a pirate thou art returning to the seas. 
Then he ga7.es upon all the men in ^ups and in commo 
tion ; one of whom, disclosing his mmd as to the flight, ii 
such wmtls addresses the chief: — 

** Cato, grant us pardon, it i^'as the love of Pom]>ey, not o 
civil war, diat moved us to arms, and through aflection di< 
we espouse a faction. He lies prostrate, whom tlie eaitl 
preferred to peace, and fallen is our cause ; allow us to re 
visit our country's household Gods, and our deserted home 
and dear children. For what end of tlie contest will ther 
be, if neither Fharsalia nor Pompej shall be m / The mc 
ments of our lives have been wasted ; let death come upoi 
us in our i*etreat; let our old age look forward to the flame 
its due. Civil waifare can hardly afford sepulchres to chiel 
tains. No barbarian swav awaits the conquered ; no crue 
Fortime threatens me with an Armenian or a Sc}'thia] 
yoke ; I come beneath the rule of a citizen who wears th 
toga. 

"Wlioever, while Magnus was li\ing, was the second, th 
same to mc shall be me first; the lughest honor shall b 
paid to the hallowed shade ; the ruler whom disaster force 
we to katf, I will have; general, Magnus, none. Thee alon 
having followed to the war, next after thee will I follow det 
tinyS for it is neither right nor lawful for me to hope fo 
success. All things are embraced by the fortune of Caesar 
victory has destroyed the Emathiau sword. All confldln 
is closed against us in our wretchedness, and in the who! 
earth there is one alone, who is willing and is able to giv 
safety to the conquered. Pomp^ slain, civil war is a crim^ 
who living it was fidelity. If, Cato, thou wilt alwavs obe 
the public laws, if alumyi thy country, let us follow th 
standards wliich Cicfar, the Boman Consul, raises.**

" Now i$ the cause of danger worthy of men. Pompey 
might have made bad use of your blood; now to your 
country do your refuse your throats and swoitls, when 
liberty it nigh? Of three lords Fortune has now left but 
one*. Be ashamed of youneU€$: more has the court of the 
Nile conferred upon the laws, the bows, too, of the Partliian 
soldiers. Away, degenerate men, despise the gift and tlxe 
aims of Ptolemy ^ W'ho could suppose Uiat your hands were 
guilty of any slaughter? He will belie\'e that you readily 
turned your backs, he will believe that you were the first to 
fly from Emathian Philippi \ 

" Go in security ; in Csesar's judgment you have deserved 
life, subdued by no arms, in no siege. O base slaves, afler 
the death of your first master you descend to his heu*. Why 
do you not choose to merit more than life and pardon? 
Let tlie unhappy wife of Magnus, and tlie oflspring of 
Metellus^ be hunied off upon the waves; cony off the 
Pompej-s, sm'pass tlie gift of Ptolemy. My own head as 
well, whoever sludl pi^esent to the hated ^Tont, will give it 
for no small reward. This force will know that at the price

Ho thut said, and all the ships did he recall from tha 
midst of ibe sea, no otherwise than at fehtn the swarms 
together leare the teeming was, and, fbr^getful of the combs, 
mingle not their wings ' in clusters, but each ono takea flight 
for itself, nor now slothfully taetes the bitter th}-me; the 
sotmd of tlie PhT)'gian brass' censures Uiem; astounded, 
they cease their flight, and seek again the pursuits of their 
flower-gndienng labours, and their fondness for the scat- 
tered honey ; freed ft-om core, glad is tlie shepherd on the 
grass of Hf bla *, that he has preserved the wealth of his 
cotlngo: thus by tlie words of Cato «'as patience recom- 
mended to the men in a righteous warfare. 

And now by the movements of war, and by a continuance 
of labours he detennines to exercise their minds, not taught 
to endure repose. First, the soldiers are weaiied on the 
sands of the sea-shore ; at the walls and forUficatiou^* of 
Cyrene' is their next labour; excluded, by no wroth does 
he avenge himself; and the sole vengeance of Cato upon

Theneedoes 
it pleaM him to repair to the reaiins of Jubn^t ad^ining to 
the Moors; butmitiireforbids a passage bf the Sjrtes' lying 
between ; a danntless Taloor trusts that these even wiu 
give waj to it Either nature, ivhen she gave its first figure 
to the Trorld, left the Syrtes in a donbtfol position between 
sea and land (for neither did the land subside entirely in 
order that it might receive the waters of the deep, nor did 
it protect itself mm the sea ; but a tmct lay impassoble, by 
reason of the ambiguous nature of the plaice; me seos ars 
broken by shoals, and the land i$ torn away by the deep, 
and the wares intervening, resound behind many a shallow. 
Thxis did nature heedlessly foruike it, and slie wrought for 
no use this portion of herself); or else the Syrtis once was 
more Aill of the deep ocean, and was entirely deluged wiik 
tcaten: but the scordiing sun^ feeding his light with tlie 
sea, dix3W up the adjacent waters of the bumt-up zone ; and 
now, tlio sea still contends with Fhosbus as he dries it up. 
At a future day, when destroying time shall have enough 
applied tlie rays, the Syrtis wiU be drylaxiOix for now shallow 
water floats above, ana the waves are flEdling, destined fitr 
and wide to come to an end. 

When first all tlie force of the fleet impelled the sea 
urged by its oars, the soutli wind, black with showers, roared, 
raging throughout his realms'*; with a whirlwind he defends 
the deep invade<l by the fleets, and far from the Syrtes he 
drives the billows, and dashes the sea upon the extending 
shores. Then, the soils of some whidi he finds extended on

Better wu the lot of the fleet which happened upon de< 
waves, and wtu tossed by a steady sea. Whatever ski 
lightened by their masts cut down avoided the raging blai 
tlie tide at liberty bore these on, rolling them in a contra 
. ' . direction to the wmds, and victorious drove them against tl 

struggling south wind. Some barks do the iliallows foi'sak 
and luie earth broken in upon by the deep strikes tlien 
and exposed to a doubtful fate, one part of the ship rests < 
kuul, the other part is poised in the waves.

metal. Alcidcs took away the prize from the trees ; an 
idlowing tho branches to he valueless witliout their loa 
brought back tlie fining apples to the tyrant of Argos ^ 

Plying off from tliese 8pots^ therefoi'e, and drive 
away from tlie S}Ttcs, tlie fleet did not proceed beyond tl 
waves of tlie Gammantes '*, but under the command 
Pompey remained on tlie coasts of more wealtliy Liby 
But the valour of Cato, impatient at delaying, ventured 
lead his band among unknown nations, and to skirt tl 
S}Ttes by land, trusting in his arms. This did the san 
wintiy season prompt, which had shut up the deep ; ac 
showers were objects of their hopes, as they feared tl 
excessive heats ; that the year would temper tlieir marc! 
severe with neitlier the 8un*s heat nor with extreme col 
on tho one hand with the clime of Libya, on tlie oth( 
with tlie winter season. And, about to enter upon tl 
barren sands, he thus spoke : — 

" O ye, to. whom, following my camp, one safetv aloi 
lias proved pleasing, to die with necks unenslaved, mal 
up your minds to tlie great work of constancy and labouj 
extreme. We are going unto sterile plains and scorchc 
regions of the world, where ai*e excessive heat of the sun an 
scanty water in the springs, and tlie pai'ched fields ai*e ho 
rid witli deadly serpents, a toilsome march. For tlie sal 
of tlic laws and for tlie love of their fallmg country, throng 
tlie midst of Libya let them come, and let them attem] 
theae placet $o remote, if any have centered their wishes i 
no escape, if to any to march onward is enough. Nor i: 
deed is it my intention to deceive anv one, and by conceii 
ing my fears to draw on tlie multitude.

Thus did he with valour and with the love of diffi- 
culties inflame tJicu' wavering minds, and commence 
upon a path not to he reti'oced with its desert track ;

For, not more dis- 
tout ore tlie shores of Nile, than is tlie Scythian Tonois 
irom the nearest Godcs, in which quarter Europe separates 
from Libya, and by tlieu: reti'eat the shores make room for 
the ocean : but a larger portion of the world composes Asia 
Eingly^ For whereas", tliese in common send forth Zephyms,

To unknown groves have our axes come, and in tho eX' 
tremities of the earth have we sought our banquets and 
car tables *. But whatever region Airts oround tlie shifb 
ing Syrtis, cztendod beneath heat too intense, adjacent to 
a parching akr, it scorches the com and chokes up the gmpe ' 
with dust, and, crumbUng, is held by no rooL A temperature 
snited to life is wanting, and under no care of Jovo* is 
that land ; nature lying slothful, tlie region is torpid, and 
with its unmoved sands is not sensible of the ehangiiuf year. 

Still, tliis soil so dull puts forth a few herbs, which tlie 
Kasamonian', ahordyroce, collects, who, bore of ail eomforu, 
possesses the country adjacent to the sea ; and \Tliom the 
barbarian Syrtis feeds ' with the losses of the world. For

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keel loucliing at his harbours, be knows of wealth. Thus 
in Bhipwrecl^ <lo the Nasamoniuns hare tmflic with the 
whole world. This way does resolute valour bid Cato 
march. There it the youthful band regardless of the winds, 
fuid, dreading no stoi-ms by loud, suSm the terrora of the 
deep'. For upon tlie dry shore does tlie Sj-rUs wiiU 
greater violence receive tlie south winds than on the set, 
and more injurious is it to tlie land. 

Willi no mountains opposing docs IJbya break ils/one, 
and scatter it repelled by rocks, and change it from a hurri- 
cane into serene (ur : nor does it rush into woods, and weoiy 
itself with bui'ling down aged oaks ; all tlic land lies open, 
and in its passive it works out tlie rage of ^olus, free from 
oil rein ; and tlic sand whiiied alnji, sweeping along it drives 
in wrcaUis a cloud teeming witli no rain. The greater por- 
tion of tlie land is msoU o» high, and, in a whirtwhid* 
never dissolved, liongs aloft. The poor Nasamonion sees 
Am possessions " floating in tlio wind, and his home rent 
asunder ; and, tlie Garamantinn laid bore, liie cottages, torn 
away, fly from the roofs. Not higher docs fire bear aloft 
what it consumes; and as far as it is possible for smoke to 
arise and to obscure tlie day, so high docs the sand pos- 
sess tlie air, 

Then, too, more violently tlion usual does it attack tho 
Iloman troops, and not n soldier is able to keep his footing, 
inUrm of hold, even tlie sands being homo away on which 
he treads. It would sliako (he eaith, and would move the 
region away from the epot, if Libya, of solid texture and of 
haiil substance, all covered with crags, were to enclose the 
soutliem blasts in iu caverns eaten away; but because it ia 
cosily moved with Its shifting sonds, by never struggling 
it remains firm, and tlie lower part of the land stands 
{oat, because tlie upper gives ^vay. 

With its violent impulse ilie blast hurls oway helmets

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and sliields nnd tlie jarelini of the men, imd, without ceas- 
ing, bean them tlirough the Toid realms of the wide hcop 
vetu. Perhaps on »ome foreign and far remote land that is 
» prodigy ; and nations ore alarmed at weapons falling from 
the skiea, and, torn away from the arms of men, they think 
them sent down ' by tlie Oods of heaven. Thus undoubt- 
edly did those fall for Boerificing Kunia, nbicb the chosen 
joutha ' wore on tlieir Patrician necks; tlie South wind or 
Boi-eos had spoiled nations bearing our nncilia'. 

Notus thus attacking the region, the Roman troops lay 
down, and, dreading to be borne away, girded fast their 
clothes, and thrust their hands into tlie earth ; nor by tlieir 
veight alone did tlier lie, but by tlieir efforts le hnid fa*t, 
hardly thus unmoved by the southern blasts ; whidi rolled 
upon them tbsI heaps of sand, and ooverod tlie men with 
earth. 

Hardly is the soldier able to raise hi» limbs, sticking fast 
in a large pile of dusL Some even standing the vast mass 
irf drifted sond overpowers ; and, unable to move, Uiey 
are held fast in the rising ground. Stones docs it bear 
afar, torn away from the walls shaken down, and scatter them 
at a distance, with a wondrous kind of disaster; they 
who beheld no houses, behold tlie iTiins. And now all the 
patli lies hid ; nor is there now any difference in iXe tky 
and earth, except the lights of heaven, as tJioiigh in the 
midst of the eeo. By the Constellations tliey know the way,

nor does the horizoo, the limit of tlw LibjraQ region, sboi 
Uie vcU-known ConsteUadtnu. ud it conniU nuuij- af tkta 
bj the margin of the earth downward tlmni^. 

And when the beat roleasod the air iniieh the wind hoi 
borne to and fro, and the Aaj wiu inflamed, their limb 
flo«'ed with penpintlion, their moathi were parched witl 
thirst A little water was beheld afar in a econtjr streamlet 
which a soldior, with difficult Boooping it np from thi 
dust, poured forth into the wide concaTJ^ of a helmet tau 
ofiered to the general. The jaw* of all were clogged mtl 
dust; and, receiring the tuiy drmigkt of water, the {^eoen 
himself was an object of envy 

" What," said he, " degenerate soldier, didst thou suppom 
that I alone in this multitude was dmoid of manliness' 
Did I seem so very tender and unequal to the moraing'i 
heat? How much more worthy of this punishment art thou 
to be drinking while the people thirsts !" Thus, arouecc 
with anger, he dashed down the helmet, and the Trotei 
niflicod for all'. 

They hnd now come to the Temple, the only one whld; 
oniong the Libyan nations the uncivilized Gonunnntes |k>» 
sess. There stands Jupiter, the foreteller of destiny, oi 
they relate; but not citlier bnuidisbing tlio lightnings oi 
like to ours, but Ammon with crooked boms*. Not then

^tter with eastem gems. Although nmongthe tribes of the 
^thiopiana ' and tlie rich nntioas of the Arttbiona and the 
Indimu, Jupiter Amnion is the odI; Ood, still he is a poor 
God, possessing sanctuaries polluted in no age with wealth, 
and a Divinity of primitiva habits, he protects the Temple 
from Itonian gold. That tliere ore Deities in the spot a 
trood attests, the only one verdant' throu^out all Libya. 

For whatever touiUnf with its parching snnd sepomtea 
bunting Berenice from hot Leptis, is destitute of ^irubs; 
Anmion alone produces a grove. A fountain on tlie spot ig 
tlie cause of tlie woodR, which knits together the crumbling 
partidf of earth, and unites tlie sand subdued by if* n-atere. 
Here, as well, nothing rraisia Fhcebus, when in the highest 
zenitli the day stands poised; hnrdly does tlie tree over- 
shadow its trunk, so small a shadow is tlirown down 
perpendicularly by Ilie rays. It has been ascertained tliot 
tliis is the spot where Uie circle' of the elevated solstice 
cuts through tlio mid sphere of tlie Constellations. Not ob- 
liquely do they procecKl, nor does the Scorpion go more 
vertically tlian the Bull, nor does the Bam give his hours'* 
to the Balance, nor docs Astnca bid tlie loggmg Fishes to go 
down. Chiron is equally' mntdied with the Twins, and just 
OS tlie burning Carcinus ti the woteiy £goeeros*, nor is the 
Lion raised higher tlian the Um.

Before the (loot's stood the nations whom the East had 
sent. Olid by tlio wai'ning of homed Jupitei' they sought tlia 
approitcliint' destinies; but for the Lntian chiertoin tliey 
guvc way ; and his attendants entreated Cato tliat he would 
enquire of the Deity famed throughout the Libyan world, 
oud fonn n judgment as to the report of such lengthened 
ages. Labicnus was'' tlio prindpol adviser to enquire into 
events by the voice of the Gods, 

" Cluwce," said he, " and the fortune of the way has pre- 
senl^Hl tlie lips of a Deity so great and tJie counsel of a God ; 
a guide so mighty amid die Sjxtes we may employ, and 
leom the destined events of Uio warfare. For to whom could 
I suppose that tho Gods of heaven would ratlier reveal and 
disclose their secrets than ilio tnidi to (lie liollowcd Cato ? 
Assui'edly thy life has ever been regulaUtd occordiug to liie 
laws of heaven, and tliou oit a follower of the God. Lo 1 
the oppoitimity is gmnted thee of communing with Jove ; 
midce enquiry into the fates of wicked Caesar, and seondt 
into the future mannere of (Ay countiy ; whether it will bo 
possible for nations lo enjoy their own ri^ls and i/kmo of 
tlio laws, or whctlicr civil woi- is liopcless. Fill thy heart 
with the sacied woi-dis ; ever a lover of strict virtue, seek 
what is virtue, and request an example of right." 

He, filled witli the God, whom in his silent muid he 
boro, iwured forth from his breast words wortliy of the 
sluioes : — 

" What, Lobicnus, dost thou request to be asked ? ^V11e-

Nor does the Divinity stand 
need of any voice ; and, once for all, our author has told 
at our birUi' whalaver we may be allowed to know : i 
has he chosen barren sands that he may propheer to a fi 
and in this dust concealed the truth. The abode of O' 
too, is, wherever I'l eartli, and sea, and ah:, end sky, ■ 
virtue. Why further do ne seek the Gods of heave 
Whate\'er thon dost behold and whatever thou d 
touch, tliot is Japiter. Let tho apprehensive need 
viners, and those tliat ora ever doubtful on future even 
it is not oroclcB, but a ccrtnin death that makes me certu 
Both tho coward and the brave must fall ; this is enough 
Jove to have pronounced." 

Thus docs ho speak ; and, the credit of tlie Temple p 
served, ho departs from (ho attars, leaving Ammon untri 
by tlie people. 

He himself, in his hand wielding a javelin, on foot, m 
before the fitces of the panting soldiers. He shows Ihi 
how to enduro labours, he does not command; and, w 
face uplifted' on no necks is ho borne, or sitting in 
chaiiot Most sparing is he himself of sleep, the I 
drinker of the n*ater. ^Mien, at lost, a spring discover 
the youthful band longing for tlie stream endeavour 
drink, ho stands until die camp follower* has drunk.

Who by prosperous waifare, who by the blood of nations, 
has deserved a name so great? This triumpb I would radier 
conduct tlirough Uie Syrtes and the extreniities of Libya 
than tlirice with the chariot of I'ompey ascend the Capitol, 
than brfink the neck of Jiigurtha'. Behold a trufl parent 
of his country, most worthy, Rome, of thy altars ; by whom 
it will never shame thet to swear; and whom, if ever lliou 
ehalt stand with neck released, then at last tftou art des- 
tined to ninke a God. 

Now iroi the heat more intense, and a region, bej-ond 
which none' in the soudiem climes liavo the Gods created, 
was ti-avcrsed, and tho water inn more scarce. 7%m uwt 
found in the middle of tlio sands a ciinglo spring abounding 
in water, but which a multitude of serpents possessed, the 
spot hardly containing thmi. Porcliod an^" wei-e st^inding 
at tho brink, in^ tlie midst of tho waves the Dipsaa' 
tliirsted. The chieftain, when he saw tliem likely to perish. 
tho spring left behind, addressed them: "Alarmed wiUi 
the false show of death, fear not, Boldlers, in safety to 
qriaff tlie stream. Noxious is tlie poison of serpents when 
mixed with the blood ; tliey have venom in tJieir stittg, and 
they tlircnten destniction with their teeth; the draughts 
are devoid of dcadliness."

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He spoke, and qunfled the BuppoGeil poison; and through 
out the wliole Eonda of Libytt Uiat was the only stream o 
which he was the first to demand the water for liimself- 

^^'by Uie Libyiui climate, fruitful in deadhness, should 
abound in plagues so great, or what nature liiu secret!; 
raUed in tlie noxious soil, our care and labour ore not abl< 
to ascertain ; except that a stoiy, spread throughout all t}i< 
world, hns deceived ages, in place of the real cause. Ii 
the extreme parts of Libya, where the glowing eiuih 1*6 
ceive« the ocean warmed by the setting sun, for and wiji 
liiv i>ardied tlio fields of Medusa, the daughter of Phorcys ' 
not ovei-shadowed by tlie foUage of the groves, not sofLene< 
by ridges, but mggcd willi rocks- looked upon by llio couq 
tenaiice of its mistress. In this body fii-st did uoxioui 
nature pro<Iuco deadly plagues ; from those jaws snakei 
poured forth whizzing hisses witli vibrating tongues, which 
^er the maimer of a woman's btur flowing along tlie bock 
lliipped about the very neck of the delighted Kledusa 
Upon her forehead tuiiicd towards you erect did seipcnfa 
rise, and viper's venom flowed from her combed locks. 

This aloiit does unhappy Medusa posBCBs. which with ini 
pimity ' itispomiitted all to look upon; for who has dreodet 
the mouth and tlie head of the monster ? Whom, tliat witl 
glance direct' has seen her, bos Medusa sufi'ered to die' 
She arrested doubting destiny, and prevented fear ; thfi lift

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1-etained, the limbs died, and spiriu not sent forth grew 
i-igitl beneath tlie bones. The locks of tlie Eumenidcs ]>r»- 
duced inndneBS alone; Geiberas modemtcd his hissing at 
the song of Orpheus ; the son of Amphitryon ' beheld the 
Hydi-a when he hod conquered it. This monster did Phor- 
CUB dread, fur father, and the second Deity in the vraves, 
lier motlier Geto, also, and her Gorgon sisters themselves. 
This was able to tlireaten to the licavcna and to tlte sea 
ui unwonted numbness, and from the univerae to withdraw 
the world. 

From the skies the birds fell with sudden wei^it; 
in rocks it-ild beasts stood fast; whole nations of £tliio- 
pinns, inhabiting the nciitity, grow hard in marble. No 
animal km tliere that could brook iJie sight; and the st:r- 
pcnts tlicm selves, streaming in a backward direction, 
shunned litr countenance. She tumeil Atlas= tlio Titan 
into rock, as ho stood bencatli the Hesperian pillars ; nnd, 
fonncrly, the heavens dreading the Giants standing on 
I'hlcgi-rcan serpents'' /or feet, the Gorgon nuscd nioim- 
tnius aloft, and in the midst of tlie breast of Pidlo-s ended 
Uie mighty warTaro of the Gods. Hither, after the I'ar- 
rhasimi wuigs' of tlie Arcadian inventor of tl)o lyre and 
of tlie oily palecstra ' had eanicd Perseus bom of the womb 
of Donoe" and the enriched shower, and die winged steed,

Jove, by it destroyed), unwedded Pallas gave aid to her siviii 
brothe^^ liaving stipulated for' the head of the monster ; 
and she bade I'eraeus turn towards tho rising of Phoebus 

. on the margin (tf the Libyan land, cleaving the realms oj 
Qorgon in hit flight with averted fue; she gave him, loo 

*. a shield for his left hand, shining with yellow gold, in 
which she bade' him look at the itoDe-transforminB Mo 
duso, whom sleep, destined to bring on eternal slumber in 
death, did not entirely overpower. 

A great part of her locks are awake, and the snakes, ex 
tending along the hair, protect her head; on the midst o; 
lier features some lie, and upon the lid of her eye' 
Pallas herself guides him palpitating, and in his shakini 
right hand directs the Cyllenion &lchion of the avertec 
Perseus, cutting asunder the broad extremities of the ser 
pent-bearing neck. What a coimtenance had the Oorgon, 
the bead cut off by the wound of the hooked sword ! Witi 
how much poison I could conceive her mouth breathing 
forth I \Miat death, too, her eyes shooting forth 1 Noi 
even Pallas was able to look upon her; and they woulc 
have congealed the features of the averted Perseus, i 
Trilonia had not spread her dense hair, and covered hei 
iace with the serpents.

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Thus, the Ooivon MpcSM^ the winged ktro flew towuds 
hea^'en. He, indeed, was shorteiung hit path, and bj a 
nearer course was deaving the air; if lie should cut 
through the midst of the cities of Eiuope, FsUas enjoined 
him not to hurt the fruitful lands, and to spare the 
nations. For who, an object so great fljing aloft, would 
not look up at the sky? 

Towards tlie west he, winged, turns, and over lalmt 
he goes, whidi, sowed by no agriculture, b exposed to the 
stars and to I'hcebus; the course of the sun oppre^lsea 
it and parches up the soil; nor in any part of thcetuth does 
a sliodow fidl from a loftier height upon the heavenst 
and impede the course of the moon, if at any time forgetful 
of her oblique route she runs strai^t onward throu^ the 
signs of ths Zodiac, and escapes not the shade by iwerviMif 
to the nortli or to the south. Still, that sterile land, and 
the fields prolific in nothing good, conceive the venom from 
the gore of tlio bleeding Medusa, and dreadful, moisture 
from the fell blood, which the heat promotes and anneals 
in the loose sand. 

Here, the gore which first from the sand lifted a head 
raised the drowsy asp with puffed-out neck'. More thick 
did the blood and the drops of the clewed venom ML on 
this ; in no serpent is it more dense, itself wanting heat» 
it posses not to a cold dime of its own will, and near the 
NUe it inhabits the sands. But what shame shall we have in 
profit ? Thence are brought hither the deadly plagues of 
Libya, and the asp we have made an object of traffic'. But 
the huge Hcemonhois' unfolds its scaly wreaths, that will 
not allow their blood to remiun in the wretched $uffererg ; 
the Chersydros, too, it produced to haunt the plains of the 
doubtful Syrtis, ond the Chelydri, tniilmg along with

The Basilisk '^ too, sending forth hisses that terrif)r al; 
the plagues, hurtful before its venom, removes from itsel 
far and wide all the race, and rules upon the deserte^*

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Bands. You also, the Dn^ons ', shining with golden 
briglitness, who crawl in nil other lands as innoxious Di> 
vinitics, scorchbg Afiica renders deadly. Wilb wingi you 
move the air on high, and, following wliola herds, vou 
burst asunder vast bulls, embracing them with your folds. 
Nor is the elephant safe through his size ; ever^'Ihing you 
devote to death, and no need have you of venom for a 
deadly fate. 

Amid these pests, Cato, with his hardy soldiers, moved 
on upon his scorching inarch, seeing the sad fates of so 
many of his men and cxtroordinaiy deaths through a Uttl« 
wound. A Dipsat trodden on, turning back its head, bit 
Aulus, a young standard-bearer of Etrurian blood. Hardly 
was tl)ere pain or ant/ feeling of the sting, and liia faco itseu 
wan free from the anguish of death, nor did tlic wound 
threaten anytlnng. Behold I the venom creeps silently on. 
and a devouring flame coneiunes his marrow, and bums his 
entrails wilh the boalin" poison. The viras sucks up the 
moisture flowing around the utols. and begins to scorch 
the tongue witli tlio dried palate ; no perspiration is there 
to run down his wearied limbs, and the fountain of tears 
flies- from his eyes. Not the ensign of the state', not the 
orders of the sorrowing Cato, restrained the poi-ched man 
from dainng to hurl down tlio standard, and, infuriate, seek- 
uig over all the fields the water which the venom, tliirsting 
in his heart, demanded. 

He, sent even to Tanais and Rhone and Padus, would be 
parched, and even if drinking of Nile as tt wanders through 
the fields. Libya promoted his death', and the Dipsas has 
a liune unoqiud to its deadliness, when mded by the scorch- 
ing regions. Deep down he seeks for rain in the glowing 
sands ; now to the Syrtes he returns, and takes eeo-water

The membrane that binds the stomach snaps asunder, ac 

the bowels flow away ; nor does just so much of the entl 

body as may be expected flow upon the earth, but tl 

raging venom melts the Hmbs; soon does the poise 

convert all tlio ligaments of the nerves, and the textiu^ 

the sides, and the hollow breast, and what is concealed ] 

'the vital lungs, eveiything that composes man, into a dine 

nutive corrupt mass. By a foul death does nature lie c 

posed ; the shoulders and strong arms melt; the nedc ai 

head flow away. 

Not more quickly does the snow fall away, dissolved 
the warm south wmd, nor is wax influenced by the s 
Tiifling things I mention, how that the body flowed a 
scorched up by corruption ; this flame can do as well, 
what pile has eter dissolved the bones? These, 
disappctfur, and, following the crumbling marrow, su 
no vestiges of their rapid destruction to remain.

alun ; and, exceeding the huuiau crowth, the corrupt omttar 
puffed up throughout all the limbs; the polfion preraUiug 
far and wide, be himself la/ concealed, compIouAjr hidden 
within his swollen bod^: nor did the coot of mwl withhold 
the increase of the -distended body. Not thus does the 
foaming moss of water boil over on the cauldron beins 
heated, nor do the sfuk under the effects of Corus sweU 
out into a bellyuiR form so vast Now he wielded not his 
limbs a deformed hlooled moss, and a trunk in a confused 
heap. Not daring to commit t{ to the tomb, tliejr flod fhna 
the increasing carcase, untouched, atid destined to aflbnl ft 
feast to the beaks of tlie birds and to the wild beasts, not 
with impuni^, the swelling not even ceasing afier dtalk. 

But sights more monstrous do the Libyan pests provide. 
A fierce Htemorrhoia thrust its fangs into Tullus, a noble 
youth, and an admirer of Cato. And just as the pressure' 
of the Corycian safinm* is wont to diachaige itself from 
all tlie statues of tht Thtatn, in such manner do all 
the members at the some moment send forth a red virus 
instead of blood. His tears aie blood; whoterer outlet^ 
the moisture finds, from them the gore distils in atreonu ; 
bis mouth is running over, tlie distended nostiils too ; bis 
Bwent is red ; all his members flow from the gorged Teina ; 
his whole body is as though tnu wound.

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But thy heart, mretched Lerus, has the gore, congealed by 
the serpent of the Nile, henumbed; and, attesting the sting 
hy no pain, in sudden darkness tliou dost receive thy death, 
and in sleep descend to the S^-gian shades. Not with a 
fate so swift) do the slips of the yew, which, resembling the 
shoots of the Sabine tree, when ripe, the death-gathering 
Sabflsans cut from the deadly trunk, corrupt the dmughts. 

Behold ! afar, around the trunk of a barren oak a fiei^ee 
serpent (Africa calls it the Jaculus) wreathes itself, and UUm 
darts forth; and throu^ the head and pierced temples of 
Ptolus it takes its flight ; nothing does venom thera effect, 
d«Uh seiies him through the womid. It was thmi understood 
how slowly fly tks nUmn which the sling hurls, how slug- 
pshhr whunes the air of the Sqrthian arrow. 

What avails a Basilisk being pierced by the spear of the 
wretched Murrus ? Swift flies the poison along me weapon, 
and fastens upon the hand ; which, instantly, with sword 
unsheathed, he smites, and at the same moment severs it 
entirely from the arm; and, looking upon the dreadful 
warning of a death his own, he stands in safety, his hand 
perishing. And who could suppose that the Scorpion has 
the power to cause a rapid deiUh ? He, threatening with 
knotted tail^, and furious with stroke direct, heaven being 
the witness, bore off the honors of Orion's death '. V^o, 
S<^puga^, would be afraid to tread upon thy abodes ? And 
yet to thee do the Stygian sisters give power over* their 
threads.

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Thus does n«ther bri^ daj nor dark night bring rest; 
it is matter for suniieion for tbem in their wrctehedneM 
U|>on what ground Uiey are Ijin^. For neither do leaves, 
heaped up, fonn their beda, nor are tlieir eoocliea nutde 
lar^ ivith reeds; but, exposing their bodies to doaUu tliej 
roll upon the ground, and Inr the warm vopour attract the 
pests, chilled hy the rigor of the ni^t; and among their 
limbs they warm the jaws for a time innocuous front the 
poison having grown torpid. 

Nor, tho heavens their guide, do thej know what is the 
length of their wanderings, or what the limit Full oft 
complaining, tliey cry aloud: " Bestore, ye Qods, to us dis- 
tressed, the warbre from which we have fled; restore ta 
Thessoly. Why do we suficr a coward's deatli, a band 
s\rom to tlie sword? The Dipsas fights for Cicsar, and 
the Cerastes wages the civil war. It would plcaso me to 
go where the tmrid sone u red, and tho sl^ scorched by 
the steeds of the sun ; it would delight me to ascribe to 
causes of climate that I perish, and to die by reason of Uie 
temperabue. Not at all, Africa, of thee, nor, nature, of 
thee do I c<miplain ; thou hodst devoted to the seqients a 
region bearing monsters so numerous, and removed from 
nations; and, a soil unable to produce com, cultivators being 
denied, thou hast condemn*^ and hast willed that men 
should be ofhr from thtir venom. To the regions of the 
serpents have we come; demand retribution, thou, wlioever 
(&)u art, of the Gods above, who, vexed at our trespass, 
bounding the re^on by tlie burning districts on the one 
Bide, by tho dubious Syrtes on the other, host placed de- 
struction in the middle space. Through the secret spots 
of thy retreat does the wnifarc proceed ; and, with theo 
sharing the knowledge of the secrets of the earth, the soldier 
repairs to the confines of tlie world. 

" Perhaps greater Ki*fortunei remain for us, having made 
tlio entrance. The fii'os meet in tlie hissing waves', and 
the fiibrio of the sky is convulsed. But, in that direction*,

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there lies no land further than Ut the sad realms of Juha, 
known to us by fame. Perhi^s we shall then be longing 
for these regions of the serpents ; the heavens, too, are 
productive of some comfort; still, something does live. I 
seek not the fields of my native land, and £mx>pe, be- 
holding other suns, and Asia; under what part of the 
sky, in what region, Africa, did I leave thee ? At Cyrene,

Thus does enduring patience disburden itself of its com- 
plaints ; the extreme valour of their leader compels them to 
endure hardships^so great, who lies extended on the bare 
sand, and at every hour challenges Fortune. In aU vicissi- 
tudes he alone is at hand; and, wherever he is called, thither 
he flies, and a gi*eat boon, and one larger than health, does 
he confer — strength to undergo death ; and they arc ashamed, 
he tlie witness, to die uttering groans. What power over 
him could any miseiy have? Soitows in the breast of 
another does he subdue, and, a looker on, he sho>v8 that 
mighty pains ai'e powerless. 

Hardly did Fortune, wearied with dangers so great, 
grant them a tnixly aid in tlieir wretchedness. A single 
nation inhabits the land, unhurt by the cruel sting of the 
1 seipents, the Marmarian PsylVr*; Uieir tongues are equal to

the raj's, and with direct gUnce can sustun tlie li^it of 
henveu. are preserved for rearing ; those which flinch from 
Phccbus, it leaves exposed ; so does the Psyllinn consider 
it a ple<lge of its origin, if any infont does not shudder 
at the makes when touched, if any one plays with the pre- 
sented serpents. 

Nor is tliat mco only contented witli its own safety; the 
Psyllion is on tlie Mutch for strangers, and assists people 
against tlie liurtful monsters. And tliese, dien foUowing 
the Roman stnndm^, as soon as the general ordered tlie 
tents tu be pitched, in the fii'st place, purged tlie sands 
which the compdKS of the trenches enclosed, witli channs 
and words that put Uic snakes to flight. A fire ninde 
widt dniga surrounds the extremi^ of the camp. Here 
docs woll-wort ci-ackle, and foreign gtdbanum' steam, 
and tmnorisk* rejoicing in no foliage, and eastern costus, 
onil imngcnt all-heal, nnd Tliessalian centaiuy"; and 
sulphur-wort resounds in tlie flames, and the thapsus of 
Eryx*. Lai'ch-trees, too, tliey bum, and southeni-wood, 
widi its smoke stifling to serjients, and the horns of stags 
bred afar.

tardily, and, summoned forth and commanded, refuses to 
deport, then, lying down upon the pallid wounds, he licks 
them, sucking the poison with his mouth, and squeezes 
the limbs with his toeth, and, holding tlie deadly matter 
drawn forth from the cold body, spits it out; and even from 
the taste of the poison it is quite easy for the Psylli to tell 
nbat serpent's bite it is tliat has token effect Believed, 
then, at last, by this aid, the Boman youth wandered far and 
wide in the glowing fields.

the chieftain and the fate of guilty Egypt struggled, ss to 
whether the realms of Logus sliould come under the Bo- 
nun sway, or whether the Memphitio sword should snatch 
from the world the head of both conqueror and con- 

aoered. Magnus, thy slinde prevailed*, thy ghost rescued 
ly fother-in-law from bloodshed, thftt ftfier thee the Itoniao 
pemle might not esteem the Nile. 

Thence is he borne into the Porffitoniim city\ secure 
in the pledge of a crime so ruthless, following his own

iiuigiiU*. But, in the ahoats of the mob compUiniog 
that tlio fasces and the Btn&an uthori^ are enenweh- 
ing up(Hi their own, be penmraa discordant breaato and 
doubtnd feelings, and that Magnus has poiahed not 
for him. Then, bis looks alwajs eonoealiog hia fears', 
without hesitation he goes alMMit the abodes of the Oods 
of heaven and the Temples of the ancient Divini^', 
that attest the f<HineT strerngtb of the Macedonians; and, 
touched by no beauty of tho olgocts, not by the goU and 
the rites of the Oooa, not by tho walls of the city, he 
ei^eriy descends into a cavern dug out among the tomba. 
There, the mad offspring of Pellteon Philip, the Eortunato 
robber, lies interred, snalched away by Fate ', the arenger 
of tlie earth. The members of the man that should have 
' been scattered orer the whole globe thciy placed in a 
shrine. Fortune spared his shade, and the fortunes of his 
kingdom lasted unUl recent times*. 

I'or, if Liberty had ever taken unto herself (he earth, as a 
laughing-stock he would have been kept, shown as no useful ' 
precedent to the worid, that countries so numerous could 
De under a single man. The limits of the Macedonians and 
the lurking-holes of his own people he forsook, and Athens, 
subdued by his father, ho despised; nnd driveu onward

To 
the west ho would hai'e gone, following the incUne of the 
voiiil, and he would have compassed the poles, oiid have 
dnmk of Nile at its souree ; his lost day met liim. and 
nature alono was able to put tbii period to the frantic 
King: who, with the mw* greed with which he luul token 
the whole earth, bore offMilh himself the empire, and, no 
htar to all his fortune being left, gave the cities to be rent 
asunder *. But bo died, feared in Babylon, his own, and by 
the Parthian. shame ! the Eastern nations dreaded tho 
lances mora close at hand, tluin now they dread the 
jamlins*. Though we reign even beneath Arctos,' and 
frequent the obodcs of Zephyrus and lands behind the 
bock of scorching Nolus, we slioll yield in the East to tho 
lord of tho descendants of Arsoces. Porthia, not fortunate 
to the Crossi, wna a secure proiinco to littie Pello. 

Now, coming from the I'elugian* mouth of the Nile, tl»o 
effeminate boy king had appeased the wratli of the unworlikc 
multitude ; wno being tho secuiity for peace, Casar was 
safe in the Pellican court ; when, in a littie two-oared boat,

As 
muck OS did the Spartan /emaU by her fatal beoutjr biin^ 
ruin on Argoi oiid tho bomca of Ilium, ko inudi did Clco-' 
patra incittose the frcn^ of HoBpcrin '. 

Sho, if w .it is ■llowoble to mg, nloimcd tlio Capitol bj 
lier sistrum, and «itb uuvoriikc Conopus attacked the 
Bonum ntandnrds *, about to conduct tlie Huirion triumph, 
Ca:sai' her coptiro*; and doubtful was tlio ncut ou tho 
Leucodion niain \ vhcthcr in fitct s noman fdiould not hold 
our sway. This prido did that niglit create which first 
tmitcd in tlic- couch vith our chiclbuns tho uucliasto 
daughter of Ptolemy. \Vlio Trill not, Antony, grant thco 
pardon for tliy fnmlic passion, when tlio liai'dy breast of 
Gn:sar caught tlio dome, and in tlic midst of dvnzy and tho 
midst of fuiy, and in a palace hnuntcd by the slutdo of 
Pompey, tlic paramour, sprinkled witli the blood of the Thca- 
salian carnage, admitted Vonus amid liis cores, and mingled 
vith liis aims both illicit connexion and issuo not by a wifo ?

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O shame ! forgetful of Magnus, to thee, Julia, did he give 
brothers ^ by on obscene mother; and, suffering the routed 
faction to unite in the distant realms of Libya, lie disgrace- 
fully prolonged his stay for an amour of the Nile, while he 
was preferring to present her with Pharos, while not to 
conquer^ for himself. Confiding in her beauty, Cleopatra 
approaches him, sad without any tears, arrayed for simu- 
lated grief, so far as is consistent with beauty, as though tear- 
ing her dishevelled hair, and thus she begins to spesJc : — 

" If there is, most mighty Ciesar, any nobleness, I, the 
most illustrious offspring of Pharian Lagus, an exile for 
everlasting, expelled from the sceptre of my fatlier, a queen, 
embrace Uty feet, if thy right hand may restore me to my 
former destmy. A gracious Constellation to onr race thou 
dost api)ear. I shall not be the first woman to rule the cities 
of the Nile ; making no distinction of sex, Pharos knows 
how to endure a queen. Read the last words of my de- 
ceased father, who gave me common rights to the sway, and 
a union with my brother. That boy, if only he were free, 
loves his sister ; but he holds his inclination and his sword 
under the control of Potliinus. Nothing of mv paternal 
rights do I myself ask to gain; from a censure and a stain so 
great do thou free our house ; remove the ruthless arms of 
tiie courtier, and command the king to rule. What swelling 
pride does the menial feel in his mind, the head of ^lagnus 
struck off I Now (but may the Fates avert that afar !) he 
even Uireatens tliee. Coesar, disgrace enough has it proved 
to the world and to tliee that Pompey has been the guilt 
and tlie merit of Pothinus.*' 

In vain would she have appealed to the obdurate ears of 
Ccesar, but her features aid her entreaties, and her unchaste 
face pleads for lur. A night of infamy she passes, the 
arbitrator being thus corrupted. Wlien peace was obtained 
by the chieftain ' and purcliased with vast presents, feast-

Tlie placo itself was 
equal to a Temple, which hardlr a more corrupt i^ ' oould 
build i and tlie roofs adorned with fretted ccilmgs displayed 
riches, and lolid gold concealed the rafters. Nor did the 
palace shine resiwendent, encnisted witli marble on tlie 
aurioce and in sections ; the agate and the puT|de atone* 
stood of themselves in no infirm way*; and, laid down 
throughout the whole palace, onyx was trodden upon. 
Ebony from Ueroe' did not oover the mossiTo posts, but 
it stood «^ thouglt common oak, the support, md not the 
ornament of ^e palace. 

Ivory covers the halls, and bocks of Indian tortoises, 
fiutened by the hand, ore placed upon the do<Hs, dotted in 
their spots nitli plenteous emeralds. Gems shine upon the 
couches, and the furniture u yellow with jasper ; the cover> 
lets gli)Itcn^ of which the greater port, steeped long in the 
^I^an dre, have imbil>ed the drug not in one cauldron onlv*. 
A part shines, embroidered with gold; a port, fiery with 
cochineal', as is the method of mingling the threads in 
the Pharinn webs. And tlien, the number of llio servant 
train and the attendant crowd ! Some, the blood dilferiDg 
' in colour, othera, their ages hod distinguished; this part 
ktu Libyan hair, anotkfr part has hair so li^t, that Ciesar

■ Unbtmpy youtbn, an well, rendered effeminate by the iron, 
* and deprived of virili^. Opposite stands on age more 
' iobast, still with hardly any down' darkening the cheeks. 
There do kings recline, and Ccesar a itill higher poirer ; 
and bavins immoderately piunted up her fatal beauty, neither 
content with a sceptre her own, nor Mith her brother her 
hosband*, coreredwith the spoils of the Bed Sea', upon her 
nedc and tuur Cleopatra wears treasures, and pants beneath 
her ornaments. Her white breasts shino through the Sido- 
iiian fabric, which, wrought in close texture hv the sley of' 
the Seres', the needle of the workman of the Mite bos se- 
parated, and has loosened the warp bv stretching out the 
web. Here do they place circles*, cut from the snow-white 
teeth in the forests of Atlas, such as not even when Juba 
iras captnrsd, come before the eyes of Crnsar. 

O frenzy, blind nnd maddened by ambition, to him who 
is waging it civil war to disclose one's own riches, to inflame 
the mind of an armed slnuigcr! Although he were not 
prepared in accursed warfare to seek riclies'in the downfall 
of the world ; set there the ancient chielbiins and the names 
of poorer days, tlie Fnhricii and the grave Curii ; here let 
that humble Consul' recline, taken away from the Etnuion

Bnt although aspirations thus ^«at exist beneath my breast, 
thus great if my love of truth, there is nothing that I would 
(Other wish to know than the causes of tlie stream* that 
have lain hid through so many centuries, and its unknown 
bead. Let me have an assured hope of seeing the sources 
of the Nile, I will forego civil war." 

Hs had finished, and on the other hand thus began 
the sacred Achoreus : — 

"Let it be allowable for me, Ciesar, to disclose the 
secrets of my mighty forefathers, hitherto unknown to the 
profane multitude. Let it be piety to others to be silent on 
miracles so great; but I deem it pleasing to the inhabitants 
of heaven for these worits to be disclosed to all, and for the

be revealed to nations. To tlic plancLi, which 
■y tho course of the heavens and nin counter to 

liiTerent power was given by llio original Iftws of 

I'lie sun divides tbe seasons of the ycoi', he changes 

I iJie night, and «iUi his powerful rays forbids 

move onwaitl, and modifies tlieir wandering 

ir track.

From this, likewise, it 
knows not the laws of otlier streams: nor does it swell in 
the winter, when, the son far removed, the wave performs 
not its daties* ; ordered to give a moderate tempei-aturo to 
the oppressive weather, in the midst of Eiunmer it comes 
forth. Under the torrid tracts, lest fire should impair the 
earth, tho Nilo comes to the aid of tho world, and swells in 
Opposition to the inflamed lace of the Lion ; and, the Crab 
Korching its own Sj'cne, implored it comes : nor does it 
liberate tho Gelds from the waves tmtil Flimbus declines in 
the autumn and Meroe extends the shades. Who can ex- 
plain the causes ? Thus has the parent Nature commanded 
tho Nile to run ; thus has tho world need of it.

Thus rages tlie noblo brute confined mthin the narrow 
cage, and, the prison gnawed, breaks his frantic teetli ; not 
otberwiso would tliy flames grow fiiriniis, Mulciber, in th0 
coTcms of Sicily, if any one were to block up tlie summits 
of ^tna' for thee. IIo who, in his boldness, so lately be- 
neath llie heights of Tliessolion Hicmns, fonred not all the 
nobles of Hesperia and tl>e mnks of tlio Senate and Pom- 
pcy their leader, tlie cause forbidding' him to look at them, 
nnd promised for himself on unmerited success, dreaded 
the guilty attempts of slaves, and within a house' was as- 
sdled with darts ; he, whom not tho Alnnian would bars 
provoked, not tho Scythian, not tlio Moor, who sports with 
the Btmngcr fnstcned up'; he, for whom the space of the 
Poman world docx not sufTico, and vJio deems liio Indians 
with tlie Tyrian Godes a trifling realm, just like on un- 
warlike boy, just like a woman in a cqitured city, seeks 
tho safe retrrats of a house ; his hope of life he places in s 
dosed tlircsliold, and, wandering about with uncertain steps, 
surveys the halls ; not without die king, boweror, whom he 
tolccB in every qotuler with him, to exact vengeance and

However, the emergency of afiain foreea dio chicfhun to 
bare recourse to hopes of peace ; oimI a royal atleudaat^ is 
Bont to corrupt the alayes in the name of ^cir absent nu>- 
narcli, to ii-H by whose advice thcjr eoroiuciiced tho attack. 
But neither doea the law of tlio woiid' avail, nor the tiea 
that are ruiiicd by notions. 'Ilic ambassador of tlie king 
and tho pleader for (icflco, guil^ of so many mLtdccds, 
gives proof of what is to be placed in the number of thj 
crimes. Not tho Tliessolion land, and the vast raahns oif 
Jubo, not Pontus, and the impious standards of llioroacos, 
and tlie rcpoo flowed arouml by tho cold Iberus, not tlM 
barbarian Sj'rtis, have perpctnitcd crimes so great aa tbj 
effeminacy. 

The wiu-fare presses him on every side, and now within 
tho bouse tlie diuls are foiling, and die houdcbold Gods are 
trembling.

He orders torches dipped 
in pitch and fat to be hurlod o^unst tlie sails in tho joined 
baits. Nor is the tire slow amid shrouds of tow and amid 
planks dripping with wax; and at tho same moment da 
both tho benches of the sailors and the topmost ropes ol 
the sailynrdB eatcli fire. Now almost ore the holf-buml 
■hips sunk in the deep, and now both anemies and weapons 
are floating. Nor on tlie ships alone do tlie flames taka 
bold; but the roofs which are near to tlie sea, with extending 
smcdte, catch fire. The south winds, too, feed tlie destruc- 
tion, and the flame, smitten by a whirlwind, runs along tha 
loofs with DO other motion than a meteor is wont to ma 
■long the rathereal track, both lacking fuel, and burning in 
the desert air. 

This disaster for a short time called awapr the peo^a 
from the besieged palace to the aid of the citjr. Nor did 
Cesar lose tho moments for destruction in sleep, but in tbs 
darkness of the night he leapt aboard ship, alwa^ success- 
fully employing the sudden turns of war and tho opportunity 
seind.
